(In which the editor butts in . . . nothing unusual there . . . 
and goes off on a tangent . . . nothing unusual there . . .) 


Dear Dave 

As a varmint shooter, mainly of prairie 
dogs, | have some thoughts on benchrest. | 
am a family man, and it would be real tough 
for me to justify both the time and money 
that it would require for me to compete with 
those who are the better shooters on the 
benchrest circuit today. Now that | rethink 
that last sentence, it would probably cost an 
equal amount to compete with the less suc- 
cessful shooters. 


Editor: Allow me here to respond for the 
group that you describe as “the less suc- 
cessful shooters” . . . yes, this is so. Preci- 
sion Shooting would like to give you the 
other opinion as well . . . that of the “better 
shooters” . . . but we were stunned to learn, 
once that we went looking for a “better 
shooter” . . . forhis opinion on the matter. . . 
nobody at PS has any idea who a “better 
shooter” might be ... or even where to 
begin looking for one of them. 

An alarming development, surely . . . and 
one that cried out for a little research on our 
part. Here is what we learned .. . 

In the 1950s ... “successful shooters” 
were much more common than they are 
today. There were several of them at virtual- 
ly every match. And in those days . . . suc- 
cessful shooters looked just like you or me 
look today . . . well, the word “human” is as 
good a word as any. 

However ... over a period of years ... 
and the 1970s were particularly hard on the 
“successful shooter” species ... an awful 
transmutation began to take place. . . slow- 
ly and insidiously ... in their ranks. Their 
eyes . . . from continual squinting into target 
scopes . . . became smaller. Their lungs . . . 
which received less usage . . . because they 
were forever holding their breath while 
“squeezing off a shot” . . . became smaller. 
Their legs, unused for long periods of time 
(benchrest shooting and reloading occupied 
most of their waking hours) ... began to 
shorten. Their feet . . . became larger (flat- 
ter, really) from the crushing weight of carry- 
ing rail guns around on a daily basis. Their 
trigger fingers became noticeably longer 
than the other digits. 

They began, more and more, to withdraw 
from the normal, everyday circles of the 
world of common people. They were be- 
coming smaller . . . for instance, today, the 
National Geographic Society will tell you 
that the average “successful shooter” 
stands only about three and a half feet tall. 
Virtually all of them no longer live in houses, 
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but rather in caves or woodland burrows... . 
since they have grown weary of human con- 
versation (that does not deal with rifle accu- 
racy). The evolutionary process has 
brought them to the point where .. . if you 
wish to see what a true “successful shoot- 
er” looks like, the reader is referred to either 
“Gnomes’ (a picture book by Poortvliet and 
Huygen), or “The Hobbit” by J.R.R. Tolkien. 

Itis virtually impossible to entice them out 
of their caves or burrows, even for a 
benchrest discussion, because they know 
so much more about accuracy than we do 
. .. they feel that we could tell them nothing 
of interest or value. A decade or so ago one 
could frequently entice them forth with small 
gifts . .. such as a thousand primers, some- 
thing like that. Those days are pretty mucha 
thing of the past. Our assistant editor ap- 
peared at the burrow of a “successful 
shooter” in the Illinois woods (we regret that 
we cannot reveal the exact location) recent- 
ly with a brand new Hall “B” action as a gift 
. .. and got the burrow door slammed in his 
face. 

One never knows when one of them will 
make an appearance at a major match . . . 
although these appearances are less and 
less frequent. If you’re at the Super Shoot 
this year, and the shooter on the next bench 
is about three and a half feet tall, eats noth- 
ing but mushrooms, shoots nothing but 
Offical Screamer groups throughout, even 
in howling gales, and does his reloading ina 
woodchuck hole down by the pond, and 
doesn’t talk . . . then you will be able to tell 
your grandchildren some day about the time 
that you shot next to a “successful shoot- 
er”. Many authorities fear that they will be 
completely extinct by the turn of the centu- 
ry. As this is written there is a lot of concern 
abut the Alaskan oil spill doing irreparable 
damage to their ancestral breeding 
grounds. 

Okay, enough of this. Back to the letter 


Even if one owns a suitable Remington 
action to start with .. . add in the work for 
truing the action, sleeving it, rebarreled, 
(fiberglass) restocked, painted, two ounce 
trigger, 36 power scope. . . you are still talk- 
ing about a pretty hefty hunk of change for a 
working man with a family to support. My 
factory guns would be nowhere near com- 
petitive, and no one wants to enter a match 
or a contest of any sort where he will be 
hopelessly outclassed. 

Plus, most of these matches take up a full 


weekend, plus travel time. If | were to start 
going off to full weekend matches on a fre- 
quent basis, I’m sure that | would have a bit 
of a rebellion at home. 

What would possibly interest me to the 
point of getting me to stick my toe into the 
water (of organized matches)? Well... a 
factory rifle class ... shot for score, not 
group ... 6mm, or smaller, bore size, 12 
power scope maximum, and some sort of a 
minimum trigger pull, perhaps in the two 
pound range. Some sort of a handicap to ri- 
fles that have been rebarreled or restocked. 
Some sort of a formula benefit for true facto- 
ry rifles with factory lightweight barrels. Set 
that up for a one day shoot. . . and | would 
“try the waters”. There is no way to deal 
with a “correct handicap” for rebarreling. . . 
since it may involve a casual job by the local 
pipebender who labors under the illusion 
that he is a gunsmith . . . or it could be a true 
accuracy gunsmith of the type that writes in, 
or advertises in, Precision Shooting’s 
pages. I’ve only been reading PS for a cou- 
ple of years . . . sure wish that | had discov- 
ered it a lot earlier. 

| started off my firearms involvement with 
two rifles, a 6.5 x 55 and a 30-06, both of 
which | still have. My varmint rifles are a 
.222, a .223, and a .22-250. | also have a 
.243 and a .25-06; but | have found that 
those larger cartridges tend to make the 
farmers nervous, and they are much more 
likely to give you permission to shoot on 
their land if they see you with a smaller car- 
tridge, such as the “deuce”. Also, the fel- 
lows with a dog town in their pasture have 
all heard of super-explosive or blitz bullets. 
They may not be able to identify them with a 
look, but they have heard of them. So | 
mainly shoot the Hornady SX, or the Sierra 
Blitz, or the Speer 52 grain hollowpoint. 

| went to Zortman, and Malta (Montana) 
in June, 1988, together with a buddy, Roger 
Bain, and his son. Roger used a .17 Rem- 
ington, with a .223 as a backup. His son 
shot a .222 and a .223. | used a .222, and 
two .223s. We only cleaned the rifles in the 
evening, after we got back to camp. They 
are getting dog towns under control up 
there. Only on one day did | get more than 
300 shots off. That was on the Indian Reser- 
vation, where they charge $10.00 a day per 
hunter . . . but it was worth it. On a typical 
day 100 to 150 rounds is a good shoot. My 
buddy Roger has been up there several 
years earlier, when one could shoot several 
hundred rounds per day, day after day. Also

in South Dakota, where in places he would 
shoot from 800 to 1,000 rounds a day. Butit 
too is not what it once was. | usually get to 
shoot from 20 to 75 rounds per day ona var- 
mint shoot here in Kansas. Maybe more in 
the spring, when the young dogs have not 
smartened up yet, but the later shooting 
strikes me as more sporting. 

My .222is a Remington 600 with an 1872” 
barrel, and my Oehler chronograph says | 
am only getting 2950 feet per second out of 
it. Sol am planning to rebarrel it to a .17 cali- 
ber. I’m probably going to go to a .17 Rem- 
ington, if only to avoid the hassle of special 
dies and forming cases. | have the opinion (I 
may beright. . .l may be wrong. . .) that the 
.17 caliber has just as good PRACTICAL 
accuracy, in the wind, as the bigger guns... . 
for most guys. Once you get out there in the 
field, in the dog towns, you find yourself with 
shots to your left, to your right, and head-on. 
| hate to say it, but when the shots are com- 
ing fast and plenty, even the most scientific, 
most studious pupil of exact planning for 
each shot. . .will...onoccasion...say... 
to heck with theory, and revert to Kentucky 


windage, Tennessee elevation . .. and the 
devil take the hindmost. You say you never 
have? How did the poet, Scott, say it? 
“Breathes there a man with a soul so dead 

.. ?” Itis hard, darn hard, to judge windage 
when the angle of the shot to the wind is 
changing over 90 degrees from shot to shot. 
More than once, out in those prairie dog 
towns, all the shooters have “packed it in” 
about at the same time . . . the wind was so 
extreme as to make accurate shooting on 
such small targets just about hopeless .. . 
and | don’t care if you claimed direct 
descention from either Natty Bumpo, Greek 
gods, or Harry Houdini. 

Benchrest shooters talk a lot (Editor: stop 
right there) about scope problems. | have 
been lucky, and not had many (Editor: 
you’re bragging . . . and tempting the fates. 
I'll bet that, last night, every scope in your 
closet. . .went beserk . . .and you're totally 
unaware of it, as you sit there, with ahappy, 
contented smile on your face). One had 
something wrong... apparently... whenit 
left the factory . . . because one of the lens- 
es casually cracked while | was out on a Col- 
orado deer hunt. Stress, perhaps? Another 
one was a bummer from the word go... 
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afternoons best to phone 


with parallax problems . . . that the factory 
could not. . . or would not. . . correct, when 
| returned it with my written complaint. (Edi- 
tor: well, that’s two scopes, with major 
problems. How many do you own? We're 
just curious to establish “percentages”.) 
That’s it for me for this brand of scope; a 
couple of my friends have had no success 
with their service department either. 

| work for Cessna Aircraft, in Wichita, 
Kansas as a tool and die maker. So every 
now and then | go over to Wichita Arms and 
drool awhile. Nolan Jackson does not 
charge for looking. (Editor: how about drool- 
ing?). Sure would like to have a rifle built up 
on that 1375 action of his. (Editor: | suggest 
the stainless steel Hall for those who drool a 
lot). 

| clean my brass with a citric acid solution. 
| got the recipe from the NRA reloading 
manual ... a Frankford Arsenal method. 
After resizing and decapping, | degrease 
with alcohol (Editor: surely we can find more 
noble uses for this noble liquid . . . than this). 
Then | soak the cases for 5 to 15 minutes in 
5 per cent citric acid. (You will probably have 
to have a pharmacy order one pound of cit- 
ric acid for you). Mix 2/2 tablespoons of cit- 
ric acid with two cups of water. Rinse in hot, 
soapy water. | swab the primer pockets and 
inside the cases with a cotton swab, and 
then put the cases upside down on a suit- 
able length of brass welding rod. Air dry and 
they are ready to reload. And the citric acid 
can be reused many times. It is a cheap al- 
ternative to a tumbler. Only a couple of plas- 
tic or glass jars are needed for the process. 

| use the reloading equipment of the “av- 
erage shooter”. A mixture of several differ- 
ent brands. | purchased 1,000 GI .223 
cases, and then spent the better part of two 
weeks of evenings, full length sizing, ream- 
ing primer pockets, turning case necks ( | 
soon enough came to realize that military 
brass is not very uniform), trimming to 
length, cleaning, etc. | wondered how many 
different lots of brass | was working with. . . 
even though they all carried the same 
headstamp. The somewhat-of-a-surprise 
ending though was for me to find that this 
batch of military brass, once given the basic 
attentions described above, would shoot al- 
most exactly the same as commercial 
brass. Eight 5 shot groups for each type of 
brass, 80 rounds total, turned in 3/4” aver- 
ages for each. As | look back however. . . it 
took a lot of work to bring that brass to the 
point where it would shoot acceptably . . . all 
to save a few dollars. 

Keep up the good work on the magazine. 
| learn more from one issue of PS than a year 
of the others.

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.17 MACH IV ACCURACY POTENTIAL 


P.O. Ackley in his book “Handbook for 
Shooters & Reloaders, Vol. Il,” refers to 
anything below .22 caliber as a “sub-caliber 
cartridge”, and up until now | believed it to 
be an appropriate description. As you know 
| have been interested in the accuracy po- 
tential of .17 caliber cartridges for some 
time now. In the 1989 match season | intend 
to take it a step beyond “interest” and shoot 
one in competition. 

This winter I’ve busied myself with .17 
caliber computer research projects and co- 
ordinated the construction of anew .17 cali- 
ber varmint class rifle. The word is spread- 
ing like wild fire that “Gammuto has finally 
lost it.” (Although to be perfectly honest, 
there have been suspicions of that prior to 
my involvement with these cartridges.) 
Brennan, not to be out done, is talking about 
shooting .30 caliber cartridges all season. 
This alone should be proof positive that 
mental illness runs in families. The “PS Fam- 
ily” has run amok. (Yes, that’s spelled cor- 
rectly Kenny!) If this keeps up it won’t be 
long before Hornbeck and Hollister will be 
attending matches with .50 caliber guns. 
The Masker’s? | think they are committed to 
the 6 SM Wasp this year. The rest of the 
staff? Who knows? 

The match season for me will begin in 
Phoenix next month at the Cactus Classic. 
My intention is to give the small but poten- 
tially mighty .17 a “fair go” by starting out 
with top quality equipment. The cartridge is 
fundamentally a .17 Mach IV, which is a 
necked down Remington Fireball case, with 
the shoulder pushed back to 30 degrees. | 
have some fine Berger Bullets, a Pence 
‘barrel that doesn’t foul, a rifle with approxi- 
mately 1 Ib. of recoil, and a stack of com- 
puter generated reports that say | have a 
chance. | may not win, but it won’t be for the 
lack of trying. Which brings me to the main 
topic of the article ... ballistically correct 
bullets, muzzle velocities, and loads for a 
-17 Mach IV benchrest cartridge. 

By the time you read this the results will 
be in on the Southwest Region’s premier 
shooting event, “The Cactus Classic.” In 
the next issue or so | hope to be able to fur- 
ther develop this topic with match results 
and performance statistics as opposed to 
theoretical speculation. The computer data 
is a good place to begin and will provide you 
with the same data that has caused me to 
be optimistic on this cartridge’s potential for 
accuracy. 

If you will look at velocity graphs “A” thru 
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“D” you will see several interesting plots. 
What | have attempted to do is graphically 
depict the ballistic characteristics of the 
.222 Remington, the 6MM PPC, and 12 var- 
iations of the .17 Mach IV cartridge. By “var- 
iations” | mean 12 different bullet weight/ 
velocity combinations, not case 
modifications. 

In Table 1 you will find the data used to 
plot velocity graph “A”. The standard 25 
grain bullet and muzzle velocities ranging 
from 3300 to 3800 FPS were used to calcu- 
late these figures using an exterior ballistics 
computer program. For the sake of clarity, 
supplemental data used to calculate individ- 
ual ballistics coefficients can also be found 
in statistical summary Table 4. 

In Table 2 you will find similar data except 
30 grain bullets were substituted. Velocity 
Graph “B” is a plot of this data. This was 
done in an attempt to bring the .17 caliber 
cartridge plots more in line with the .222 and 
PPC. 

If you accept the PPC as the accuracy 
standard of the decade, it stands to reason 
that one should try, when developing other 
cartridges, to proportionately parallel its 
performance characteristics. As you can 
see in Graph “B”, the graphic plots are less 
extreme than those encountered in Graph 
“A” and nearly parallel the lines found in 
Graph “C” (plots of the .222 Rem. and the 
PPC). In looking over the data in Table 2 you 
will see that the .17 Mach-10 clearly stands 
out as the best choice of the 30 grain bullets 
and shows significantly more promise than 
its closest 25 grain competitor (.17 Mach 
IV-4) traveling at the same muzzle velocity 
of 3500 FPS. 

In looking at ballistic detail Tables 1 and 2 
you will also see that as the velocity of both 
the 25 and 30 grain bullets climb above 
3500 FPS, the ballistic coefficients also 
drop off causing the cartridge to be less effi- 
cient and therefore less accurate. 

In Table 4 you will find another significant 
bit of data and that is the percent of remain- 
ing velocity left as the bullet passes the 200 
yard mark. It would appear that the bullets 
that have approximately 75% of their origi- 
nal velocity remaining at 200 yards are the 
most accurate. Look at the .222 and the 
PPC numbers in relation to the .17 Mach IV- 
10. Itis also most interesting to note that the 
faster the bullet travels, the more ballistical- 
ly unacceptable it becomes. 

.17 caliber varmint hunters get a kick out 
of “Gazorping” critters with point “O” muz- 


zle velocities of 3800-4000 FPS. This may 
be fine for other .17 caliber cartridge de- 
signs, and it’s certainly fine for dusting prair- 
ie dogs. But we are not talking about just 
shooting prairie dogs here. A prairie dog is a 
pretty big target by benchrest standards. If| 
could shoot a fly off his head without parting 
his hair ... that would be something! It 
should be clear to you by now that | am look- 
ing for a benchrest round, not a varmint car- 
tridge, and 3500 FPS seems to be the opti- 
mum velocity for the Mach IV ... at least 
according to the computer. 

The .17 that best suits the statistical pro- 
file established by the PPC is clearly the 30 
grain .17 Mach IV-10 cartridge. When you 
look at the energy, bullet drop, and wind de- 
flection graphs, it is clear that the potential 
for accuracy is there. The one plot that im- 
presses me the most is the deflection graph. 
As you can see for yourself, the .17 Mach 
IV-10 plot line is virtually on top of the PPC 
and much closer to the .222 than the 25 
grain counterpart. 

When comparing the .17 caliber 25 and 
30 grain bullets the heavier of the two wins 
on all counts, at least on paper. Too bad no 
one is making 30 grain bullets at this 
time. 

In keeping with a true benchrest tradition | 
have just provided myself with a pretty good 
excuse . . . just in case things don’t go well 
for me down in Phoenix. | can at least say 
that | only had 25 grain bullets to shoot. 
More to follow.

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Dear David, 

| am a neophyte to benchrest shooting 
and it was not until last summer that | start- 
ed learning about real accuracy from a 
benchrest shooter with whom | work at the 
local establishment operated by the Federal 
Bureau of Prisons, Dave Wicka. Dave was 
eager to share his techniques, knowledge, 
experience, and copies of your magazine. It 
is from him that | learned about separating 
cases by weight as a method of improving 
accuracy. The logic seemed impeccable; if 
the case walls vary in thickness, the case 
weight changes, the case volume varies, 
the pressure upon firing varies, the bullet ve- 
locity varies as does rate of bullet rotation, 
therefore point of impact varies and accura- 
cy suffers. In fact a very noticeable de- 
crease in group size resulted when | began 
to sort my cases by weight; grouping cases 
weighing within plus or minus .5 grains. 

Being somewhat inquisitive by nature 
(some would say compulsive), | would from 
time to time wonder how accurately case 
weight estimates case volume. It was not 
until recently, after buying some new Sako 
6mm PPC USA cases, that | decided to put 
my thinking into action. After receiving the 
cases, | turned the necks, trimmed the 
lengths, deburred the flash holes, squared 
the primer pockets, fire formed the cases in 
my spacegun (AKA custom light varmint 
benchrest rifle), and retrimmed the cases. | 
then weighed each case twice, measured 
the weight of H322 that fit into each case 
(yes, twice), and recorded the results in 
Table 1. Just looking at the results | con-

cluded that case weight was not very good 
at estimating case volume. 

However, | wrote a computer program to 
calculate the correlation between the two 
measured variables; case weight and vol- 
ume. | figured that if weight was to be a 
good estimate of volume, they should share 
50% of the variance and therefore have a 
correlation of about -.71 (negative since as 
case weight increases, case volume de- 
creases). | entered the data and my comput- 
er spit out the result; -.47 (their shared vari- 
ance being only 22%). This means that 78% 
of the differences in case weight has noth- 
ing to do with case volume. To me this was a 
surprising result since before | started mea- 
suring the cases’ weight and volume |

thought that around 80% (a correlation of 
about -.90) of the difference in case volume 
would be related to case weight. 

This low correlation, created several 
questions: 1. Has anyone else found similar 
results?, 2. Is case weight a good way to 
separate cases for accuracy?, 3. Is case 
volume a better estimate of accuracy?, 4. 
Will sorting cases by case weight and vol- 
ume be an even better way of estimating ac- 
curacy?, and 5. Is anyone out there as com- 
pulsive as | am? 

The answer to the first question | will 
leave to you and your readers. | decided to 
test the next three questions and to leave 
the last one alone out of fear of the answer! | 
next picked out 5 cases which weighed ex- 
actly the same, 124.8 grains, but varied as 
much as possible on volume (29.7 to 29.9 
grains of H322). | then picked out 5 cases 
with the same volume, 29.7 grains of H322, 
but varied as much as possible on weight 
(124.0 to 126.0 grains). Last but not least, | 
picked out 5 cases that had exactly the 
same volume (29.7 grains of H322) and al- 
most exactly the same weight (124.7 to 
124.9 grains). | predicted that the cases 
separated purely by weight would produce 
good groups, those separated by volume 
better groups, and those selected on the 
basis of volume and weight the tightest 
groups. 

| then went to the range to test the sorted 
cases. First, | worked up the most accurate 
load for the new cases (starting with 25.5 
grains of H322 working up to 28.0 grains). 
The best load, determined by group size, 
was 26.25 grains. | then loaded the 15 se- 
lected cases and fired groups. My first prob- 
lem was obvious flyers. | decided that for 
this to be a fair comparison, | would not 
count the hole furthest from the center of 
each group, that is, | would count the best 
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four shots in each five-shot group. | fired 
each set of fifteen cases four times, cleaning 
the barrel and firing a fouling round between 
each 15 shots. The results are in Table 2. 

Since | had not finish writing this letter and 
since | questioned the results of the first 
test, | decided to shoot the test again. Fol- 
lowing the same procedures outlined above 
| fired three more groups from the same 
cases a week later; see Table 3. 

An order from Fowler arrived just after 
conducting the second test so | decided to 
repeat the test using these custom bullets. 
Again | followed the same procedure and 
fired three more groups from each of the 
three batches of cases; see Table 4. 

It appears from my results that separat- 
ing cases by volume is more effective than 
separating them by weight. It also appears 
to serve no purpose to go to the extra effort 
of sorting cases by volume by weight. In 
fact, in all three tests, the cases sorted for 
volume resulted in smaller groups than 
those sorted by weight and volume. Con- 
fusing results, at least for me, but duplicated 
on three different days a week apart. 

| realize this is not a definitive study. Other 
variables were not controlled, for example, 
shooter, gun, weather, and component 
types. A “top gun” shooting well on a good 
day with better primers, sorted custom bul- 
lets, and using benchrest dies, might get to- 
tally different results. These results are in- 
teresting and | hope you and some of your 
readers have or will conduct similar trials 
and let me know of your findings. 

Components used in this test include: 
Sako PPC USA Cases, Remington 
Benchrest Primers, Sierra 70 gr. HPBT 
Match King Bullets (except for the last test 
in which Fowler, 69 gr. HP bullets were 
used), and 26.25 Gr. of H322. The reloading 
dies were Lee (adjusted to neck size only) 
and | used a Lee Hand Press.

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IT’S COORS TIME! 


It is almost Spring and time to think about 
“Coors” or more properly, The Eighth Annu- 
al Coors National Schuetzenfest. The 
Coors is the Single Shot equivalent of the 
Supershoot. There are friends from across 
the country to become reacquainted with, 
top competitors to be beaten, and big prizes 
to be won. 

The Coors Schuetzenfest is the invention 
of Max Goodwin, an Officer and Director of 
the Coors beer company in Golden, Colo- 
rado. Max, in 1982 decided the company 
should sponsor a real old time shooting 
match with big prizes, celebrities, and lots of 
shooting. Sixty or so shooters from across 
the country showed up for the first match. 
Most of the rifles were either antiques or ri- 
fles built up from original actions and parts. 
Most of the shooters were mainstream sin- 
gle shot (probably a contradiction in terms) 
folks. ASSRA equipment rules governed so 
there were a few magic single shots with 
fiberglass stocks and adjustable butt plates 
and such, shooting jackets, and team 
shooting. The top prize was a Clerk 
Highwall and went to David Stahl. 

Since 1982 there has béen a substantial 
evolution along two lines. First, equipment 
rules have been developed which describe a 
traditional looking rifle. The rifle has to 
weigh less than 20 pounds, have a wooden 
non-adjustable stock, and use plain base 
lead bullets. 

The second set of changes concerns the

conduct of the match itself. The match is 
fired at the Golden Gun Club, near Denver, 
CO, which has 36 shooting positions. For 
the first few years the match was run pretty 
much on a first come first served basis with- 
out having to disappoint too many people. 
As the match became more popular a quali- 
fying match in Golden was held. This 
worked well for the shooters that qualified 
but Golden is a long way from anywhere. 
Those who didn’t qualify (yours truly in 
1985), didn’t get to shoot much for 1500 
miles of driving and a week of vacaton 
time. 

Starting last year a series of regional 
matches were set up. Now shooters can 
qualify for one of 36 “A” squad positions in 
the Coors National Match by being one of 
the top two finishers at any of the ten 
regionals or posting one of the six best over- 
all scores at a regional match. In addition the 
top ten finishers from the previous year au- 
tomatically get positions. 

Competitors may also qualify for one of 
36 “B” squad positions in a series of qualify- 
ing rounds at Golden during the National 
Schuetzenfest week. 

EQUIPMENT 

It is essential one get a set of equipment 
rules for this match as they differ somewhat 
from the ASSRA equipment rules. 

Most of the better shooters use modern 
actions, the Miller DeHass being currently in 
vogue. The Miller DeHass is strong, has a 
very fast lock time, and a nice trigger. They 
are also expensive and in my experience are 
hard to get, as any high quality product 
seems to be. There are a number of Rugers 
in evidence, a scattering of actions from the 
smaller firms, and even a few home made 
actions. 

Fortunately, one can use an antique ac- 
tion and do well. Ron Long, in my opinion the 
best builder of single shots in the country 
and capable of building anything he wants, 
shoots a Ballard and consistently places 
high in the rankings. The offhand rifles usu- 
ally weigh in at between 12 and 14 pounds 
with palm rest, scope, and such. The latest 
attachment to be seen on the line last year 
was a two pound weight clamped to the 
muzzle and held up for extended periods of 
time by the iron men. 

The 32-40 still reigns supreme with more 
than half of the shooters using this caliber 
last year. Next are the 38’s and 40’s but re- 
coil takes its toll on all but the most forthright 
shooters over the 80 shot course. 


The old style outside adjustable scopes 
from Lyman and Unertl are giving way to 
modern internally adjustable scopes of 20 
or more power. 

Most people still breach seat though 
there is more and more evidence of fixed 
ammunition, especially in the off-hand stag- 
es. 

Shooting jackets, shooting boots (ski 
boots that go up to the arm pit) and artificial 
supports in the form of slings and return to 
battery rests are not allowed. 

THE PROGRAM 

The program is four stages all at 200 yds. 
There are 20 shots (10 shots on two tar- 
gets) each for Off-Hand Iron Sight, Off- 
Hand Scope, Bench Rest Iron Sight, and 
Bench Rest Scope. All events are fired on 
score targets. The same target configura- 
tion is used for both off-hand and bench. 
The scores are aggregated and the highest 
overall score wins. The match is won in the 
off-hand legs and for the last three years 
has been won by Jim Feren an accom- 
plished Silhouette shooter. The “A” Squad 
shoots the entire program. The “B” Squad 
does not have to shoot the complete pro- 
gram and can be overall winner of any of the 
four events but to win the match one must 
fire all four events. 

HOW TO GET THERE 

If you can’t shoot off-hand (I can’t) you 
are not going to qualify in either the 
regional’s or at Colorado so you should al- 
ready have at least a couple of months of 
practice in. A few shooters drop more than 5 
or 6 points out of 250 on a bench rest target 
while a poor off-hand shooter, who may 
shoot a 248 at the bench, will have a hard 
time keeping within twenty points of the 
leaders in the offhand legs. A perfect score 
(10, 25’s ona target) is 250 points. Good off- 
hand shooters always shoot at least 230 
and 240’s have been fired. It usually takes 
at least 220’s to qualify. I’ve only broken 
200 twice in my off-hand career. 

Once establishing your level of expecta- 
tion, | would send off $5 to Coors, register 
for the Regionals and the National, and get 
a set of rules. You will also get information 
on the National Match in August as well as 
information on the Regional of your choice. 

You will need a rifle that is fitted with both 
iron sights and a scope. It should be capable 
of shooting at least 4” ten shot groups at 
200 yds. on a still day. You won't win with 
this rifle but it will be good enough to enjoy 
yourself at a regional. To win, your rifle will 
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have to be capable of 2” groups at 200 yds. 
if you do your share. Many shooters use dif- 
ferent rifles for the bench and off-hand 
events. Beyond a competitive rifle, all of the 
normal single shot equipment should suf- 
fice. It is worth spending time sorting out 
equipment and loads before leaving home. 
Unlike the typical single shot match, a Re- 
gional and the Nationals are run by the num- 
bers and if your gun doesn’t work, you are 
out. If you picked up the wrong block of bul- 
lets, you can’t run home and get the right 
ones. 

| would suggest shooting in a regional 
even if you only fire a few offhand matches a 
year and have no hope of qualifying for Col- 
orado. The course, with its mix of offhand 
and bench, iron sights and scopes, is fun to 
shoot and the competitors are serious. Be- 
cause there is a definite program and a goal, 
the intensity level is higher than in the typical 
single shot match. Some feel this is a pro- 
faning of the laid back single shot tradition 
(Modern tradition, the old guys shot for 
money and were anything but mellow) but | 
find the focus a nice change from the usual 
talk-talk-fuss with the gun-talk-talk-shoot- 
talk routine that characterizes most single 
shot matches. The regional match schedule 
as it stands at the moment is as follows:

ABOUT THAT FOREARM PRESSURE..... 


In the March issue, Don Sills, from Louis- 
ville (for God’s sake), Kentucky, had some 
comments about the benefits of forearm 
pressure on his rifle. It was his experience 
that the rifle shot better when the barrel was 
set into an epoxy pressure point at the end 
of the stock. This has been observed with 
other rifles and it is my impression that this 
rule applies more to a light-barreled rifle 
than something found on a competition rifle. 

Our Fearless Leader invited comment 
and input, and | would like to add to the con- 
fusion. And, Don, don’t be upset if it eventu- 
ally appears that | am trying to give you a 
hard time over your letter. I’m really not. 

1. Most important, David, this bird lives in 
Derby City. Judging from his address, he is 
not too far from Churchill Downs. The first 
Saturday in May is not too far off. Perhaps 
he could make some arrangements you 
couldn't refuse. (Editor: It is the posture of 
the PS Board that all bribe offers should not 
be rejected out of hand on moral grounds, 
but rather should receive full consideration 
and review on a bribe-by-bribe basis.

2. | doubt that the target testing done on 
these rifles proves anything, because five 
groups Of five shots is not statistically signif- 
icant. To measure five five-shot groups, add 
them up, and then get the average may or 
may not be valid for determining whether 
there is areal improvement. | doubtit. If it re- 
duced a three or four-inch group down to an 
inch or so, the results would be obvious, but 
an average reduction of 1/4 or 3/8 inch 
could very well be a reduction that falls with- 
in statistical probability for the groups shot. | 
am not a good enough statistician to calcu- 
late it. 

A better method would be to fire 25-shot 
groups, before and after. And, in order to 
take out other variables, the test should be 
run with 100 available rounds loaded at the 
same time, with 25 rounds pulled at random 
for each group. This eliminates the possibili- 
ty that ammunition contributed to the differ- 
ence. 

3. Assuming, for the sake of argument, 
that pressure bedding the barrel did, in fact, 
reduce the group size, the benefits that 
have been derived are probably going to be 
offset by the dangers of a bedded barrel. In 
a rifle such as a sporter weight .30-’06 or 
.330 Win. Mag., an improvement of 1/4 inch 
at 100 yards is of no practical significance if 
the rifle is to be used for hunting. Yet, the 
likelihood of having the point of impact 
change several inches as a result of humidi- 
ty changes is fairly great. Only if the rifle can 
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be checked for zero before serious use 
(hunting or competition) is the risk worth 
taking. 

4. If the 3/8 inch improvement in the 
grouping of the .300 Win. Mag. is a reduc- 
tion of, say, a 3/4 inch group, then you have 
a significant theoretical improvement, but if 
it is a reduction of a two-inch group at 100 
yards (which would be fairly typical of a 
sporter weight magnum), then you ain’t re- 
ally done nothin’. Even if the rifle were in- 
tended for 1,000 yard shooting, | doubt if 
even most master class shooters could tell 
the difference. 

5. What Don is talking about is improving 
the precision of the rifle, not the accuracy. 
As used here, the term “precision” means 
repeatability; ie, the ability of the rifle to 
shoot small groups. “Accuracy” is the ability 
of the rifle to hit at the point of aim. Accuracy 
is relative, simply, to the sight adjustments, 
and is subject to change because of several 
variables. If a stock should move, then the 
rifle may still shoot the same small groups, 
but somewhere other than where the cross 
hairs are pointed. The truly accurate rifle is 
one which will not change the point of aim 
for anything other than ammunition chang- 
es. 

6. Trying to differentiate between accura- 
cy and precision is probably a wasted exer- 
cise in semantics. 

7. The barrel will certainly not “give way” 
after a period of pressure, unless the gun is 
shot until the barrel reaches the critical tem- 
perature of the steel. In that case, you will 
have a smoking pile of ashes around your 
feet, so it would be a moot question. Short 
of an automatic weapon, | doubt that any 
bolt gun, or even semi-auto, could be fired 
fast enough to accomplish this. 

8. | believe, with some very rare excep- 
tions, that if pressure bedding a barrel im- 
proves the precision, then it is compensat- 
ing for either a receiver bedding problem or 
ammunition problem (understanding, of 
course, that “problems” run from miniscule 
to enormous). In Don’s case, the receiver 
bedding is probably adequate and, contrary 
to popular belief, receiver bedding is not as 
frequent a problem as many think. Certainly 
the rifles that come off mass production 
lines are not bedded with the high precision 
that a custom stock maker could achieve, 
but generally the precision machines used 
do more than an adequate job. 

| would opt for ammunition that is not con- 
sistent. 

If a barrelis free floated, and if the receiver 
is adequately bedded, andif the ammunition 
is very uniform, then the harmonics of the 


barrel should be such that every shot will 
end up quite close to the previous one, re- 
gardless of how heavy or light the barrel. 
The advantage of the bull barrel is this: even 
though everv barrel experiences whip, and 
all ammunition has some variation in veloci- 
ty from shot to shot, the bull barrel will move 
proportionately less than a light one, so that 
each shot leaves the barrel closer to where 
the bore was before the trigger was pulled. 
The bull barrel compensates for all other 
shortcomings. If the location of bullet depar- 
ture will vary, say, .005 inch with a velocity 
spread of 30 fps in a heavy barrel, a light 
barrel may vary .010 inch. The effect on 
grouping is obvious. By putting an epoxy 
bedding point in the forearm, the whip is 
minimized, and precision improves. 

The pressure bedding in the forearm 
makes the barrel think it is heavier than itis. 
The effect is the same as putting your hand 
on a ringing chime: it absorbs vibration and 
reduces barrel movement. 

9. A light, flexible barrel will emphasize 
the deficiencies of bad ammunition, bad in 
the sense that there is alarge standard devi- 
ation in the velocity. With some exceptions, 
a rifle should shoot as small a group at low 
velocity as high, and vice versa, as long as 
all loads in each group have about the same 
velocity. Only the vertical point of impact 
should change. But if you are getting both 
the high and low velocities in the same 
group, then the group will probably go to 
hell. The dispersion will not only be vertical 
— it will spread horizontally as well. The 
reason is that barrel whip is not just up and 
down — it usually moves in an orbital mo- 
tion. If ammunition is really consistent, say,

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an extreme spread of 15 to 20 feet per sec- 
ond, then each shot should leave the barrel 
at approximately the same point in the orbit, 
and the amplitude of the orbit should be 
smaller. If you mix loads, however, the am- 
plitude of the barrelis varied, and the point in 
rotation at which the bullet leaves the barrel 
will be different. At 3,200 fps, the bullet may 
exit the barrel when the muzzle is at 12 
o'clock in its orbit. At 3,250 fps, it may leave 
at 3 o'clock. At 3,300 fps, it might again 
leave at 12 o'clock, but the barrel may be 
swinging a larger radius. 

10. We all know that wood warps. And it 
can warp quickly, regardless of how much 
polyurethane you slather on, inside and out. 
| have heard shooters from Arizona com- 
plaining at Camp Perry about their zero 
changing after a three day trip to Humidity 
City. 

If the barrel is free-floated, then a warp in 
the stock is not likely to have much signifi- 
cance, although there could be some prob- 
lem in the receiver area. A bedded barrel will 
usually change its point of impact when the 
stock warps, and while the group size may 
remain the same, it might not. If it warps to 
one side, it might keep a small horizontal 
dispersion, but string the shots three or four 
inches in a vertical line. If it warps up or 
down, the opposite may be true. It all de- 
pends on what is touching the barrel where 
after the warping occurs. 

| once had a rifle — a Remington 788 — 
that came by way of trade. It was said to be 
free floated, and a check with a piece of 
paper showed that it was — barely. For a 
few weeks, it shot like a house afire. Then, it 
suddenly started shooting two distinct 
group in a string of shots. What had hap- 
pened was that the sling swivel screw pro- 
truded slightly above the bottom of the bar- 
rel channel; actually, it puckered the wood 
up, and was almost invisible to the naked 
eye. The stock warped up. At the first shot, 
the barrel would ride slightly to one side of 
the pucker. When the gun fired, it might 
come to rest on the other side of the ob- 
struction. And so on. Out of a ten or fifteen 
shot group, it would throw approximately 
half the shots to either side — about three 
inches apart, but each group would be as 
good as any single group was before the 
stock warped. A few minutes with a scraper 
solved the problem after | saw the darkened 
wood where the barrel was rubbing. 

11.1 suspect that more rifle ills have been 
cured by free-floating a previously bedded 
barrel than have been helped by bedding a 
free-floated barrel. 

12. | doubt that there is much likelihood of 
a synthetic stock “giving way” from the 
pressures that are likely to be exerted when 
a rifle is bedded. Even though synthetic 
stocks are recognized as being many times 
more stable than wood, | would not dis- 
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count the possibility of one of them also 
warping. | have seen some unlikely effects 
of various liquids on synthetic materials, 
and it is not beyond comprehension that 
some bore cleaners or other solvents than 
may getinto the barrel channel could soften, 
or expand or shrink the surface of the chan- 
nel and thus cause a change in pressure.

12. Finally, to wrap it all up, if | were Don 
and was more concerned about group size, 
| would do anything that improved it, realiz- 
ing, of course, that if the rifle had to be used 
without the opportunity to check the zero, 
the results could be disastrous.

the ends of the rest reversed ... and now 
the adjustment knobis over on the right side 
of the bench for our southpaw associates. 
The forearm stop offers five inches of ad- 
justment. The sandbag is the flat Forrester 
style, which is also supplied with the stan- 
dard top. The assembly is made of alumi- 
num, the material of choice for the Bald 
Eagle line of front rests. It is finished with a 
coating called Black Hardcoat, a costly and 
durable finish with a hardness of 70-73 
Rockwell on the “C” scale. It’s a hard finish; 
test it with your pocket knife and you will find 
that you have taken the edge off the blade, 
even though the coating is on a relatively 
soft metal (aluminum). The coating also pre- 
vents any gaulling of matching moving sur- 
faces and will keep the unit looking new for 
an extended period of years.

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For those who do their own barrel fitting 
or any other type of threading work on a 
lathe we have a photo here of a most inter- 
esting and useful jig. Homer Culver has 
come up with some great ideas over the 
years, and his latest brainstorm continues in 
that vein. Homer sent Seely Masker a sam- 
ple, and Seely is now making the jig avail- 
able to those who might want one for their 
very own. The resulting threading bit will 
produce a thread when properly set up in 
the toolholder that looks like a rolled thread. 
As for me, | doubt that | have ever ground a 
threading tool with a perfect 60° angle or 
proper clearance angles or rake. This jig 
does all this, and perfectly. 

There are two milled slots in the top of the 
tool, one for a front edge clearance of 7°, 
the other a 2° rear edge. The front of the jig 
is So marked. The rear of the tool is marked 
TE for top edge. The 7° slot is recommend- 
ed, but the 2° can also be used. 

In use the jig is held in a vise on a drill press 
table. A well dressed, fine grinding wheel 
mounted on an arbor is mounted in the 
chuck. It is recommended that the bit be

rough ground on a bench grinder, and the 
final and finish cuts be made on the press 
table. The slots are ¥6” wide and will handle 
bits up to that width. A %” bit is set up for the 
rear edge grinding in the photo. For the front 
edge grinding, the bit is turned over and 
mounted in the 7° front edge slot. After the 
grinding operation, the bit is given a stoning 
for a perfect tool. 

Seely offers another good idea. Have a 
few ice cubes at hand, #nd during the grind- 
ing, hold anice cube on the bottom of the bit. 
If only a touch, touch, touch of the wheel on 
the bit is used, there will be no temper 
change of the bit material. (Editor: let me 
add another “good idea” here; Seely does 
not have an exclusive on them in these 
pages.

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hand”. After very extensive research on the 
subject, we have found that the ideal stor- 
age medium for a few ice cubes is to sus- 
pend them in a tall glass of scotch and 
water. No matter how carefully you look out 
for them however, they will still melt. When 
you are at the freezer, replacing them, it 
might be well to add a little fresh scotch to 
the glass, because ice cubes seem to prefer 
fresh scotch, for some unknown reason. 
After about six repeat trips for ice cubes, 
and fresh scotch ... if your spouse acidly 
asks what you are doing. . . you can tell her 
that a jig ... and you . . . are each getting 
stoned . . . down in the workshop).

One of my close friends just loaned me 
about four years of back issues of Precision 
Shooting ... and caused the loss of two 
weeks of spare time out of my life. Your con- 
tributions have been most interesting, in- 
deed fascinating. 

Like just about everyone else, I’ve been 
shooting bullets too hard, | find. It seems as 
if an entire generation was brought up be- 
lieving that linotype and/or wheelweights 
were the hot ticket among possible bullet 
casting raw materials. Good gravy, | have 
hundreds of pounds of those two items . . . 
and now you convince me that I’m following 
false prophets! 

| may have mssed a critical article in your 
writings. Are “fire polishing” and “fire lap- 
ping” one and the same? 

Your wry comments about moly lube ruin- 
ing some high quality/high cost bearings at 
your plant was of interest also. | work, here 
in Connecticut, for the Torrington Compa- 
ny, as a bearing test technician. I'll pass on 
one comment on this area . . . try the “Slick 
50” grease. It’s Teflon enriched. At the Tor- 
rington Company they tried it extensively, 
and gave up on trying to get bearings to fail 
when lubricated with this product. They rou- 
tinely got double normal life (or more) in test- 
ing bearings lubricated with “Slick 50”. 

Another thing that | wrote up for the 
American Rifleman, in past days, carefully 
giving credit where credit was due. . . to the 
late Al Dinan, master shooter and master 
pistolsmith. Al lived ten miles north of me; he 
was a good friend, and a good teacher. Any- 
way, your “draggy” bullet lube theory called 
up some memories here. One chap had 
been NRA formula alox lubing his .45 lead 
target ammo . . . which he used for 25 yard 
timed and rapid fire. He shot his .45 in both

the centerfire and the .45 class, but used 
jacketed bullets for 50 yard slow fire. Any- 
way the first 5 or 7 jacketed bullets would 
spray a (large) pattern from the aloxed bore 
at 50 yards, then (I can only presume) the 
heat of ignition (or some element) had 
burned the accumulated alox out of the bar- 
rel, and accuracy would promptly return for 
all subsequent (jacketed) shots, and he 
could once again “call his shots”. After a 
period of this frustration he dropped all his 
alox lube in a handy Dempsey Dumpster, 
and went back to whatever he was using 
previously. Al Dinan’s favorite was a 
Tenneco Chemicals Inc. (Nvodex Division, 
Piscataway, New Jersey) Anderol synthetic 
bullet lubricant #586A, Cansays batch 
#10244. It comes in a one pound can, and 
Al would dig it out with a knife and feed it to 
his Star sizer with a soldering iron clamped 
to its base to get it to stay at 100 degrees or 
so just for the start (the iron was turned off 
after that). This lube, by the way, is fairly 
smokeless when indoor shooting. 


I’m looking forward to playing with the 
LDPE wads... .inmy .44 magnum, .45 Win- 
chester magnum, and .45 ACP. How I’m 
going to feed them to my mechanically in- 
dexed .45 ACP Star loader is quite another 
question. Maybe we'll just use them for 
slow fire, and load them up on another ma- 
chine. One of my friends is also interested, 
and wants to try them in his .32 magnum, 
and .32-20, in either Dan Wesson or 
Thompson Contenders, so be assured that 
we’re gonna give this theory of yours a good 
tryout. 

Off that subject; on to another. | currently 
have the opportunity to buy a genuine Rem- 
ington rolling block long range rifle . . . the 
type that, in its day, they shot lying down on 
their backs with the barrel held between 
their feet. It has a place to put the long tang 
sight on top of the buttstock, back by the 
buttplate. It has a spirit level front sight, and 
comes with a bullet mold for paper patch 
bullets. | believe that it’s .44-77 caliber. (Edi- 
tor: in that case the rifle would be an early 
Creedmoor style. The .44-77 was — ac- 
cording to Grant — the initial chambering 
for this style rifle, followed by the .44-90 and 
the .44-105. We invite comment from our 
single shot friends). The outside of the rifle is 
a trifle the worse for wear; but, wonder of 
wonders, the inside of the bore looks just 
about factory new. What's the chances, in 
your opinion, of getting schuetzen type ac- 
curacy out of an old beastie such as this? Or 
should | just barrel up my low-wall in some 
sort of an abbreviated .30-30 round? In re- 
cent years has anyone ever held any real old 
style 1,000 yard matches for these type ri- 
fles? (Editor: our Canadian neighbors take 
their long range, black powder matches 
very seriously, and 1,000 yards is a com- 
monly contested distance.) 

I’ve heard, several times, that paper 
patched bullets will wear out a rifle bore fast- 
er than pure lead bullets, so | would likely 
have to go to a new bullet mold, and use the 
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p.e. wads, but I'd still like to compete with it. 
It’s sort of too bad that the Coors people 
don’t have a few different classes, set up for 
different calibers . .. say one class up to .32 
caliber, another from .33 to .38, and a final 
one of .39 upwards, to let more old time ri- 
fles compete. Probably just wishful thinking.

Dear Phil: 

Really happy that someone appreciates 
my experiments. 

Fire lapping should correct most of that 
sawtooth roughness from the rifling. Fire 
polishing comes later, after everything is 
straightened out. J.B. and rouges just pol- 
ish the top of the bumps without removing 
them. Real fire lapping uses real abrasive 
and actually removes metal. Prove it to 
yourself by pushing a soft slug back and 
forth as a control as you proceed, or after 
every twenty or so rounds of abrasive. 

Yes, I’m collecting a bit of hard lead also; 
tough to give it away. 

LDPE wads are great also in the pistol 
and revolvers. No problem with a Star 
reloader. Just before seating a bullet, lay a 
wad in the flaired mouth of a case, then put 
the bullet on and seat same. Wads .003 
larger than the bullets will be tight in the 
cases — no glue required. Be sure neck is 
sized back further than the seating length of 
bullet plus wad. 

You should attend the Bisley long range 
matches in England. Many shooters still lay 
on their backs and hold the guns between 
their toes (really, not between toes, but 
close!), both men and women shooters. 
Just like the cartoons. Quite an experi- 
ence! 

If they are in good condition, no apology is 
necessary for some of the old single shot ri- 
fles. They keep right up with the best mod-

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ern stuff on the firing line. It’s embarrassing 
what | have been beaten by. Some of those 
old guns in the proper hands are incredible. 
Most of my research is in trying to find out 
why they work so well and eliminate the 
witchcraft. 

Large caliber is great if you can handle the 
recoil. It’s not necessary to handicap or 
group the calibers. It’s just all-out competi- 
tion; best man and weapon wins at Coors. 
Shoulder-to-shoulder competition is the 
only thing that counts. Don’t goof up that 
44-77 until properly tested. | doubt if you 
need paper patch bullets. Carefully push a 
soft lead slug through the bore and see how 
even it is. Smooth drag in both directions in- 
dicates a possible winner. The big problem 
is in finding a smokeless load for that old 
black powder gun and roomy case. Blue 
Dot plus P-wads worked up carefully could 
surprise you for accuracy. Don’t try going 
over 1400 FPS with a heavy plain base bul- 
let. It will do it, and it will work okay, but re- 
coil is bad and wind drift correction gets 
worse. Best wind bucking is between 1100 
FPS and 1400 FPS, or go 2000 FPS and 
over. 

I'm glad you caught what the wads 
showed regarding detonation and its possi- 
bilities. It’s real scary. The more we learn, 
the less we know. 

The old-time shooters are taking care of 
themselves. The trick is to find out how the 
hell they beat us with that old stuff they are 
shooting. Don’t give anyone a handicap in 
this game, the target is too small, and the 
wind blows too hard! 

My present research is to find out why my 
plain base lead bullets shoot more accurate- 
ly than GC bullets, or why the damn GC bul- 
lets in bolt guns won’t beat my single shot 
rifle! Maybe, we need match grade gas 
checks. 

Just came the dawn on gas check prob- 
lems. We think we did ourselves in, we were 


so smart! Prior to heat-treating for both 
plain base and gas check, we have been 
pushing the bullets, nose first, through a siz- 
ing die; even using that for crimping the gas 
checks on nice and square. Our logic was 
that the bullet was rather soft and any metal 
working softening would be evened out in 
the heat-treating. We had been influenced 
by past experts’ articles referring to sizing 
heat-treated bullets and the work softening 
of the surface in the process; thus, our pre- 
sizing. 

After heat-treating, the sized GC bullets, 
we noticed the checks always loosened up 
a little, probably from the difference in ex- 
pansion of the two metals. We assumed (a 
big mistake) that the checks would retighten 
during the lube phase as it repassed 
through the die. Roger also woke me up by 
pointing out that | was sizing as cast bullets 
before heat-treating and contradicting my 
own observation about “as cast” not being 
uniform in hardness, thus inducing a possi- 
ble error during this sizing of an uneven 
hardened bullet. 

Two ways out of this dilemma: one, is to 
normalize or anneal the batch of “as cast” 
bullets before sizing and heat-treating, or 
just heat-treat and draw back (temper) all 
the bullets before sizing and not worry 
about possible surface softening during the 
sizing. I’m going to try a batch of the latter, 
since the draw hardness is only 10 BHN, 
which shouldn’t change much from any 
working. If they shoot better, I’ve saved a 
step. Then, after sizing and crimping on the 
gas checks, we will moly-tumble and wax- 
tumble the bullets before lubing the 
grooves. 

After all of the above is tried on the range 
and compared to the previous methods for 
accuracy, we may have a good article to 
write!

It also took 
some of the pressure off and you could 
shoot better. 

Just for the fun of it | would wear some 
Pete Callan type T-shirts with different says 
on them. 

At one of the matches Skip Gordon want- 
ed to take my picture, but requested | 
change my shirt. It required some fast talk- 
ing on Skip’s part, but after giving him some 
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lip service | gave in. I’ve always been taught 
to respect my elders! 

| think one reason more women don’t 
compete is because the men use the shoot- 
ing matches to get away from it all. They use 
this as an escape from the old lady, the kids, 
the house, and their work. Itisn’t a put down 
of the wives or kids, they are just looking for 
some time on their own. 

It takes a special husband to teach his 
wife to shoot. They have to patiently take 
the time to teach us to reload, clean, shoot, 
etc. It isn’t always fun and games, but as 
time goes by it gets easier. 

Some women are afraid of guns to begin 
with and have no desire to shoot. 

If you want to start your wife shooting, get 
her something that is easy to shoot, like a 
heavy varmint rifle in PPC. This would be my 
suggestion because it is the most accurate 
and the easiest to work up a load for. | wish | 
had started with one. 

Fred and | use to bet on matches before 
we would shoot. Onetime, | lost big, and had 
to load up all his ammo for a prairie dog 
shoot, about 1500 rounds. | was at it for a 
long time. 

One thing | must say for the benchrest 
shooters is that they are always willing to 
help you out with anything at anytime. 

In “olden days” | won my share but now | 
am just a “has been.” Maybe one of these 
days I'll start up again. 

Thanks John, for including the shooting 
women in on something.

| started shooting as a result of Tony ask- 
ing me if | was interested in giving it a try. At 
first | said no, but later changed my mind (a 
woman’s perogative). Honestly, | have to 
say that | originally started shooting to 
please Tony. 

In October of 1979 Tony took me to a 
local range and started to teach me to 
shoot. Believe me, it took many of these 
sessions before | began to catch on. Tony 
deserves a medal for his efforts in this re- 
gard. Without his constant encouragement | 
would not have accomplished anything. 

| shot my first match in April of 1980. It 
was the Virginia State Championships in 
Staunton. One of the very first things | did 
was crossfire on Dennis Glanzer’s target. | 
learned at that time just how nice benchrest 
competitors are. Dennis didn’t get mad at 
me even though | shot all over his target. At 
that same match Jolly Wilson was 2 bench- 
es down from me shooting a .308. The con- 
cussion from his rifle put mine off and | just 
barely hit the paper. So you might say that | 
had my share of trials and tribulations at my 
first match, but it didn’t dampen my spirits. | 
won 2 small group awards and this made 
me very happy. | almost felt as if | had won 
the championship. That was when | started 
shooting because “I” liked it. 

There have been people that say | have 
more than my share of luck. This may be 
true, because | believe luck is a significant 
factor in any type of competition. My secret 
weapon is Tony and his continuing support.

a 36X Leupold scope. Like Tony, many dif- 
ferent barrels have been on the rifle over the 
years.

My advice to new shooters, male and fe- 
male, is do not get discouraged.

Any accom- 
plished shooter will tell you that they did not 
achieve success overnight. 

| really do not have any idea how to attract 
more women to the sport. If they aren’t in- 
terested there is nothing anyone can do to 
attract them. Although there is one thing | do 
believe. Husbands, you may not agree with 
me but . . . | feel it could make a difference 
with some women. Do not try to teach your 
wife or girlfriend more than she is interested 
in learning. Teach her to shoot, to read wind 
flags, clean her rifle, and load her shells. It 
may be that some women, including myself, 
are just not interested in bullet seating 
depth, trigger cleaning, or working up loads. 
You know, most women know how to drive 
a car, but a lot of them are not interested in 
how the engine works. It’s the same princi- 
ple.

ABOUT NEW JERSEY 
(And Other Strange Places) 


Winter league shooting in the Northeast 
here can be miserable at times, at least as 
far as the weather is concerned. It can be 
bitter cold and windy, with snow, rain, and 
mud to contend with all thrown in for good 
measure. The Englishtown (New Jersey) 
Range was always a sea of mud that made 
it an unpleasant chore to put out the target 
frames and lights for the night shoots that 
we held there. 

We now hold our winter league matches 
at the Central Jersey R&P Club in Jackson, 
New Jersey. No mud here, thanks be to 
heaven, the soil is quite sandy. Nor are there 
any lights to put out, since our shoots are 
now held on Sunday afternoons. We have 
10 benches that are in an enclosed port 
area, completely out of the wind and rain 
while both loading and shooting. 

The enclosed section is made up of 2 X 4 
frame work, with heavy vinyl transparent 
material covering. This facility is put up for 
the cold months of the year, and taken down 
during the warmer months. A small trap 
door in front of your shooting bench opens 
up to allow the gun muzzle to protrude. 

When the sun is shining this has a green- 
house effect; it is warmer than the outside. 
Our range faces southwest, and we have an 
ample supply of mirage to contend with dur- 
ing periods when the sun is shining. After 
our first winter league match here we felt 
that we were in heaven. . . atleast when we 
compared this to what we had to deal with 
at Englishtown, for the night shoots. There, 
when night fell, so did that thermometer . . . 
like a rock. The reason that many of us kept 
going back there was the fact that every 
now and then there would be an absolutely 
still night, making for good shooting, espe-

cially in the fall. 

We don’t have that large of a shooter turn 
out ... maybe a dozen or so ... but the 
main interest at Jackson appears to be in 
having fun. . . with the matter of winning the 
match sort of a secondary issue. | had to 
miss the score shoot a week ago. When | 
came to the Varmint match on the next 
weekend | asked Bert Rypkema how he had 
done in the score match. “Not too good”, he 
replied, “some idiot kept shooting on my tar- 
get”. “Who would do a thing like that?’”, | 
asked. “Me” herreplied, with the casual air of 
one who had more fun in dreaming up that 
wise quip than he might have gotten out of 
winning the match. 

There is a great deal of needling and simi- 
lar harassment during our winter league 
matches. While this might be impolite and in 
poor form at a registered match, it is almost 
de Rigueur at our winter matches. There is 
also a lot of leg-pulling going on. A typical 


gambit . . . the fellow next to you at a score 
match, after a shot, gives a loud moan, and 
buries his head in his hands on his shooting 
bench. “What happened , Bill?”. After a suit- 
able and theatrical pause, the fellow re- 
sponds ... “Jeez, Geza, | almost missed 
the X-dot that time!” The corresponding 
gambit for a group match is to give out with 
a loud moan after the last shot, and again 
the head-buried-in-the-hands act. “What 
happened, Bill?”. “That last shot got away 
from me... lost it completely . . . I'll bet I’m 
out to a .120 group now . . . completely out 
of the running now!” 

I’ve been fortunate in that I’ve won my 
share of the wooden plaques that we give 
out as trophies, and | keep needling Bert 
that | have now finished paneling my recrea- 
tion room walls with them, and now I’m 
starting on the stairwell walls leading to the 
basement. | only need a few more plaques 
to finish that, then I’m going to start shin- 


gling my roof with them. This is, of course, 
an exaggeration, and he knows it, but it still 
never fails to get to him! 

Bert shoots real well, but somehow has 
acquired an ability to mess up at the last 
matches, when it counts, and as a result 
does not have the number of trophies that 
he probably should have. | keep telling him 
that when he gets three or four more 
plaques, he should then be able to build a 
bird house. When he’s sitting there, fuming 
over that one, | make the innocent observa- 
tion that wrens are very small birds, and if 
bad comes to worse, if he does not have 
enough plaques yet to build a regular bird 
house, maybe he can saw up the few that he 
does have, and make a wren-house. If | can 
do this with a sufficiently innocent look 
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about me, it’s usually good for ten points of 
blood pressure! 

Bert and George Ulrich can be depended 
on to become annoyed when | tell them I'm 
using old, shot out barrels for these winter 
league matches . . . although this is only ef- 
fective when | am beating them at the time. If 
they are pinning my ears back, I’m sure | 
would get a reply along the line of . . . “Ican 
see that, Geza”. | can no longer get away 
with telling them that | am using Remington 
round-nose bullets, unfortunately. 

Bobby Sahler would somehow end up 
standing next to me when | was loading be- 
tween matches. | can remember saying to 
him, “Hey, Bob, | just got some bullets from 
Allie Euber, and this is a great lot.” | would 
then hand him one bullet, and say “Here, 
take this, and let me know how it shoots’. 
Mr. Sahler would wander away, holding his 
one bullet, and trying to figure out how he 
was supposed to accomplish anything with 
one bullet. His problem, not mine; you can’t 
go explaining everything to people. 

Bert has been trying to develop a new 
wildcat cartridge . . . a .30 caliber on a PPE 
case, intended to shoot 110 grain bullets. In- 
itial testing has not shown much promise or 
success... .sohe has hung the name of .30 
Fruitcake on his development. 

| was traveling to the 1987 Super Shoot 
with Dr. Lou Palmisano. He was towing his 
camper trailer with a Jeep Wagoneer. The 
car elected to stall out on us on Route 180 in 
Pennsylvania. One feul tank showed empty, 
and the other tank failed to switch over. We 
coasted backwards to get out of the traffic 
lanes, and there was just enough grade to 
allow us to accomplish this. Lou walked 
back a mile and a half to the nearest exit, 
and came back with fresh gas. The car still 
would not start. 

Finally a kind of young fellow on a motor- 
cycle stopped, and asked if he could be of 
any help. He drove back on his motorcycle 
to the exit, and called for a tow truck to tow 
us in for repairs. Then he very kindly came 
back to us, and said he would stay with us 
until help arrived. At this point it was just 
about dark, and Lou was pacing up and 
down, holding his pipe by the bowl end, with 
the stem pointing away from him. Keeping in 
mind the descending darkness, with the 
benefit of hind sight, | guess | COULD see 
how . . .one might mistake it for a pistol. As 
he talked, being Italian, and an agitated Ital- 
ian at that, he was waving his hand(s) 
around ... including the hand with the 
reverse-held pipe in it. To make some point 
or the other in the conversation, Lou pointed 
this pipe-in-hand assembly at the fellow, 
who made a split second decision that a 
loaded pistol was being pointed at him, 
backed up against the camper, put his 
hands in the air, and said “Please, mister!”. 
Must have looked great to the cars going 
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by! We eventually convinced him that “the 
pipe was not loaded”, but | think that it prob- 
ably took five years off his life. 

We finally got towed into a local garage 
for repairs. The mechanic there was going 
to change the fuel pump, but he had a pair of 
tires to change for another customer first. 
Undaunted the great surgeon took off his 
jacket, rolled up his sleeves, borrowed the 
mechanics tools, and had the fuel pump out 
of the car before the guy had changed the 


tires. 

Another time about three of us were trav- 
eling with Walt Pereia (of CPS) To a hunter 
class shoot in York, PA. We stopped to 
have breakfast at a restaurant on the Penn- 
sylvania Turnpike. Upon seating ourselves 
at the counter, we were given coffee by the 
waitress, who asked us where we were 
going. We told her that we were precision 
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shooters, on our way to a benchrest match. 
This of course turned up an immediate need 
for a five minute explanation of what the 
heck a benchrest match was.

| started my subscription in January, and| 
have thoroughly enjoyed every issue to 
date. 

1am one . .. possibly the only one of the 
advocates of the Ratgun in National Match 
Competition in Northern California. I’ve 
been very impressed, even inspired by Bill 
Wylde and his gunsmithed Ratguns, but I’ve 
not had the finances to purchase one from 
him, due to previously committed-to obliga- 
tions (for instance: one wife, two kids, a 
mortgage payment, etc). (Editor: | hate to 
see a good man with mixed up priorities like 
this). 

Attached you will find a photo of my NRA 
match rifle that | put together on my original 
H-Bar lower receiver. Total cost for materi- 
als was about $300.00, and add about eight 
hours labor to that figure. I’m using a SGW- 
SUM barrel of .980” diameter, turned down 
to .800” size, with a, SGW tubular 
handguard. | machined a dovetail rail for my 
Anschutz rear sight, and a two step dovetail 
(300-600 yard come up) front sight for a 
Tompkins globe (in case | ever need more 
than 16 minutes of windage). Total weight 
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of the gun is 13 pounds (I have some extra 
lead in the buttstock). The trigger is fully ad- 
justable, with new pins, sear, and overtravel 
adjustments. 

| have been shooting for one year now, 
and have just recently broken into the ex- 
pert class with my best score to date, a 735- 
10X (on an 800 course) at the NRA 
regionals in Coalinga, California on October 
10th, 1988. 


My standard load is 23.5 grains of H335 
for 200-300 yards, and 24.0 grains of the 
same H355 at 600 yards; all with the Sierra 
69 grain HPBT bullet. 

The Ratgun is, beyond question, the 
black sheep in the NRA high power compe- 
tition on the 600 yard course. | know of only 
two other shooters who use the Ratgun, 
and they both shootin service rifles. |am the 
only one shooting it in match rifle class. | al- 


ways seem to draw a lot of interest with my 
economy Ratgun, and | have frequently of- 
fered my free time and machining skills to 
shooters who were even thinking about 
shooting such a rifle in competition; to no 
avail. | have the personal opinion that this is 
an ideal gun. . . to start with and then to go 
on to excel with, in the service rifle and the 
match rifle classes. They are not that diffi- 
cult to gunsmith (well). The advantage of 
light recoil is, to a degree, offset by the 
greater difficulty of judging wind drift (com- 
pared to the .30 calibers), but that’s fine with 
me. 

As you might have noticed, there was a 
good-sized problem recently out her in Cali- 
fornia with an assault rifle, amadman, anda 
schoolyard. My next project will be a 
straight pull AR-15 match rifle, and I'll let 
you know how it turns out. In the meantime 
I’m getting ready for the State Service Rifle 
Match, April 1st and 2nd. And watching 
pending legislation on “Assault Rifles” in 
California.

ON CLEANING CASES 


Dear Dave: 

About six years ago, we (Merrill Martin 
and myself) built, with the help of George 
Fulmer, a matched pair of 30-30 X 112 inch 
lead bullet rifles on a Miller action. Over this 
period of time, the 100 fully machined cases 
(formed from 375 Winchester brass) were 
fired many, many times — perhaps some of 
them as many as 200 times. In the last sev- 
eral years, accuracy has fallen off; there has 
been no changes from the original load data 
or technique. 

This past year we started to wonder what 
might affect accuracy since nothing seemed 
apparent. Careful checking gave no indica- 
tions except that the cases were “old” and 
had been through many firings. It appeared 
that the carbon buildup inside the cases 
was considerable and inconsistant from 
case to case. 

To fully machine and form probably takes 
an hour apiece for the end result. Externally 
the cases show no problems and appear al- 
most like new after an occasional tumbling 
in corn cob grit. These cases are used in a 
tight neck chamber, require no resizing after 
firing, and are generally within 0.0001” on all 
surfaces. 

Carbon removal is a problem in almost all 
cases that are well used. We acquired a pair 
of ultrasonic cleaners manufactured by “L & 
R.” The model is a “T-9B,” measuring ap- 
proximately 6 inches wide by 5 inches deep 
and 4 inches high in the tank. After several 
days of “playing,” we were able to com- 
pletely clean a case back to its as- 
manufactured condition. All carbon was re- 
moved and the general accuracy of the rifles 
seems restored. Cleaning cases in unat- 
tended operation is a much better option 
than going through the re-machining proc- 
ess again. 

The ultrasonic cleaners were manufac- 
tured by L & R Manufacturing Company, 
Inc., 577 Elm Street, Kearney, New Jersey 
07032 (phone: 201-991-5330 or 800-LR 
CLEAN). They manufacture a wide variety 
of cleaning units and many chemicals for 
cleaning. Unfortunately, | purchased the 
units from a local dental supply house and 
delivery was over two months after placing 
the order. Units typically cost from $200.00 
and up, depending upon size and capacity. 

We purchased, along with the unit, 1) L & 
R Hydrosonic Cleaning Solution; 2) 
“Denson” General Purpose Cleaner Con- 
centrate; and 3) “Denson” Tartar, Light 
Stain and Permanent Cement Remover. 
Number 3 is an acid, not useable directly in 
the tank. Number 1 is some sort of an am- 
monia based cleaner. The acid is very effi- 
cient at carbon removal and the ammonia 
will brighten up any case. Long term chemi- 
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cal reaction is unknown, but even Woolite 
and Formula 409 work well. 

The people at L & R are familiar with the 
problems of shooting and cleaning cases. 
Their chief chemist was extremely helpful 
and apparently is a shooter. It also became 
very apparent that the effectiveness of the 
ultrasonic cleaner is much, much better 
when the parts are suspended in a separate 
container, such as a mason jar or the beak- 
ers designed for the purpose than when 
parts or cases are used directly in the 
tank. 

As many as twenty five (25) cases can be 
cleaned at a time and typically require only 
about ten (10) to fifteen (15) minutes per lot. 


Cleaning is a function of how much is put in 
ata time (it’s proportional — one case might 
take one minute and ten cases ten minutes) 
and of how much needs to be cleaned. In 
any case, it’s unattended operation and ex- 
cessive ‘on’ time does not generally hurt 
anything. Also, cleaning has proved to be 
extremely effective for a mason jar of air 
brush parts and in cleaning the pistol parts 
of a 90 year old uncleaned Mauser C-96. 
Our reaction to these ultrasonic cleaners 
is part of the flat forehead syndrome — 
“Why didn’t we do this earlier?” and has 
proven to be an excellent time saver.

ing the barrel | found myself with a two min- 
ute of angle gun on my hands. No amount of 
load changing would get it under two inch- 
es. Once the rifle had the action rebedded, 
and the pressure point put back init... the 
rifle immediately became a .500-.750 shoot- 
er again. 

So | do believe Ed Shilen when he advo- 
cates a pressure point in the forend test to 
see if it makes a (beneficial) difference. If it 
does . . .something is wrong with the action 
of the bedding. 

From what | have observed, sporting 
weight barrels are all a different chapter 
unto themselves. Just when you ve got one 
rifle to shoot well, using one bedding meth- 
od... and you say to yourself. . . “Ah-hah! 
All | have to do is remember this . . . as the 
finite answer ... for ALL rifles of this type 
. .. and the world will be my oyster!” . . . the 
very next rifle of that same type that you 
deal with . . . will require the exact opposite 
treatment! Some rifles will require forend 
pressure, some will require free floating. All

guns have a favorable-accuracy-potential 
range. For the hotshot heavy varmint 
benchrest rifle, it may be a quarter inch; for 
the just purchased Remington 700 
Varminter in .234 Winchester it may be 
.750. It is unrealistic to try to make a factory 
rifle with a factory barrel become a quarter 
minute gun. If you have a gun that realisti- 
cally might aspire to be a minute of angle 
rifle .. . and you have it shooting minute of 
angle . . . then don’t mess with it. Yes, you 
may improve it a small bit ... but, on the 
other hand, you may make it a lot worse. 

Live varmint shooting rifles, with heavier 
weight barrels, have an entirely different set 
of whims than do light barrel rifles. 

I’ve been reloading, as well as shooting 
off sandbags for eighteen years now, and 
the one most important thing I’ve learned in 
that time . .. when range testing loads ... 
change only one variable at a time! 

The only gun that | have that comes even 
close to being a bench gun per se is a short 
action Remington 700 with a Hart heavy 
varmint taper stainless steel barrel, cham- 
bered for the 6BR. There is a 6 x 24X 
Bausch and Lomb scope in Redfield mounts 
on top, and it has a Brown Precision fiber- 
glass stock. The gun shoots 1/4” groups 
most of the time, and would probably shoot 
better if | would use wind flags, and had ex- 
perience reading them.

| would like to get my two cents worth (of 
opinion) in here relative to Mr. Sills letter to 
the editor in the March issue, page 21... 
wherein Mr. Sills was wondering aloud 
about the relative value of free-floating bar- 
rels versus barrels with a couple of inches of 
the barrel bedded. To me ... it’s not even 
close, the answer to that question. 

Back many, many moons ago (1953, if 
you want and exact date) | had a Remington 
.222 live varmint hunting rifle that was a de- 
light. | “moved up” to a model 70 Winchester 
in 30-06, and despite trying every loading 
variation or every loading trick in the book 
over a period of weeks and months. . . final- 
ly, at the one year mark, | decided that | was 
losing the struggle . . . the gun would shoot 
no better than two inches. 

| finally took the gun to a good gunsmith. 
He glass bedded it, and told me to try it out 
on some targets, and come back. He saw 
me twice return to his shop; each time he 
proceeded to fuss further with the bedding. 
Finally came the great day when he hit 
things just right . . . | put back to back four 5 
shot groups that averaged 5/8”. Ah. . . thir- 
teen months of struggle and toil, . . . but vic- 
tory at last! I'll just put this hot shooting little 
sweetheart of a rifle aside where nothing 
can disturb it, because the deer shooting 
season is rapidly approaching. And, boy oh 
boy, am | ever going to be hell-on-wheels 
out there on opening day with this 5/8” 
shooting Model 70. 

About a week before the start of the hunt- 
ing season, it started raining. And kept on 
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it would make a very interesting 6mm wild- 
cat. 

The book also contains a priceless report 
of accuracy testing with 1-12 and 1-14 
twists, using M193 ball ammunition. They 
used 1,000 rifles with each twist, so it is defi- 
nitely a “statistically reliable sample”.

The M-16 book is $47.50 US, anditis 
certainly worth it to anybody who has an in- 
terest in this rifle. 

Back to the subject of neck turning. As a 
relative beginner |’d had good results with 
the Lee target model neck reamer. Then, 
satisfied that | knew what | was about, | 
moved up to a Sinclair neck turner. Then, 
this being the season for all sorts of “bugs” 
and flu variants, | was promptly infected by 
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raining. Day after day. Testing my rifle at a 
covered firing point range frequently during 
this week . . .l was just delighted (that’s sar- 
casm) to find that the point of impact was 
climbing 1/2 inch (at 100 yards) every three 
days, for a total climb of 2’. That 2” was be- 
coming a popular figure, the group size 
went back to 2” over that same (wet) period 
of time. On the way back from the Nevada 
deer hunt (empty handed, naturally . . . | had 
retained no confidence in the rifle) . . . | had 
the time to do some thinking. The finalized 
bedding. . . that which got the gun shooting 
real well ... was applying pressure on the 
sides of the barrel. This is, one will agree, a 
rather uncommon form of bedding. . . but it 
shot like crazy for a while ... as long as 
things were dry, that is. 

When | got back home | took a bit of sand 
paper, and freed up that barrel completely. 
Whereupon the darn gun went back to 
shooting 5/8” groups, and stayed that way 
for many years . . . rainy season or dry sea- 
son.

the “if a little bit is good, then more must be 
better” virus. Naturally | ended up with 
necks too thin to hold a jacketed bullet when 
sized in a standard resizing die. The only 
way | can use the cases is with cast bullets 
... but a .220 Swift is not exactly at its best 
with cast bullets. In retrospect, Sinclair's 
advice to practice on a piece of scrap brass 
is darn good advice! If you ever start a be- 
ginners column in PS, and run a chapter on 
turning brass, | suggest you print that bit of 
Sinclair advice in the first paragraph. 

As Seely pointed out in his letter to me, a 
combination of factory chamber and stan- 
dard dies work the case neck... alot... 
and turning case necks thinner actually 
makes things worse. . . under this scenario. 
Agood argument for custom dies, even for a 
factory chamber.

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LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


Dear Dave, 

The guest editorial by Skip Gordon in the 
March issue of Precision Shooting was ac- 
curately on target, and as a relatively new 
benchrest shooter | thought | would write a 
few lines on the same subject, growth or 
lack of growth of benchrest shooting. My 
perspective is as a newcomer, while Skip’s 
was based on some long period of time. 

First, just some observations. At my first 
visit to a shoot two years ago, and then dur- 
ing my first match, | noticed there were sev- 
eral newcomers like myself who wanted to 
try their hands at this sport. Later, | learned 
this was not at all uncommon. However, at 
the next match, or at least by the third 
match, none of those beginners returned. 
As amatter of fact, the fellow who talked me 
into going to that first shoot joined with me 
but quit after the second shoot. He told me 
there was no use continuing because we 
were competing with old time professionals. 
As he pointed out, the top five or ten at al- 
most every shoot consisted of the same 
names, just rotated around a bit. Since he 
could get no recognition shooting against 
such a group he quit and looked around for 
another shooting sport. He later entered in 
skeet shooting and even though his scores 
were not red hot at first, he stayed with it be- 
cause he only competed against other be- 
ginners in Class ‘C’. Within this group, he 
did pretty well, winning some and placing 
frequently. He was able to take home some 
awards, just like the old timers! 

Does this tell the benchrest crowd any- 
thing? 

A second observation was a lack of fami- 
lies, or atleast wives, participating in shoots 
with their husbands. | noticed that the wives 
who did shoot did rather well. Since my wife 
and | do things together, we both entered 
benchrest. This of course doubled our ex- 
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rifle or small rifle, each priced 
$20 plus $1. shipping. 
Whitetail Design & Engineer- 
ing Ltd., 9421 E. Mannsiding 
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penses. In seeking reasons why other wives 
didn’t shoot we found this double expense 
to be the first reason. Most of the shooters 
have extra guns, but they couldn’t justify 
paying the fees for their wives to shoot, 
knowing they would likely finish way down 
the list. This bothered me because at that 
time the shooting associations were asking 
members to try to bring more women into 
the sport. Also, they allow a big discount for 
spouse memberships, but then fail to recog- 
nize that a special match fee rate might help 
get them to the shooting benches. Yes, 
Dave, I’ve heard the old wive’s tales about 
anyone who can afford $2,000 to $5,000 for 
equipment has no room to complain about 
match fees. But be realistic about it and just 
look around. How many pay $15,000 for a 
vehicle and then shop like crazy for the 
cheapest gasoline? Or own the vehicle and 
then won’t take a certain trip because of the 
fuel cost ... A person shooting alone will 
pay $20 to $50 per shoot, but if his wife 
shoots the cost doubles to $40 to $100. 
Think about that a minute. Those second 
figures are bound to slow down shooting for 
many, many people. 

And yet another observation . . . After the 
first couple of shoots, | wondered which 
newspaper to buy to read the match results 
in. Guess what? No NBRSA representative 
was designated to get the report to the 
media! | was assured | would get a copy of 
the match results in two to eight weeks in 
the mail. Or | could see part of the results in 
Precision Shooting within a year. Pretty ex- 
citing for a newcomer who was really inter- 
ested. Tends to cool one’s interest... 

Naturally, | observed at those first match- 
es that everyone shot custom built rifles, 
and if you wanted to enter with your good 
Remington varmint rifle there was no cate- 
gory. You either compete against high tech, 
high dollar equipment or stay out. | won- 
dered what would be wrong with having a 
brief, true hunting rifle match of perhaps 
two, five shot targets preceeding every 
shoot? Make it open to the public to gener- 
ate interest. A lot of new shooters would 
come out, and some would become 
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benchrest shooters. Of course, publicity 
would have to be put out. 

Well, to get back to Skip’s editorial, he re- 
ally hit it square on when he said the 
benchrest groups around the country are so 
busy doing their own thing that they fail to 
publicize their sport. Unless the two 
benchrest associations can get together 
and hire(...yes...topay with money .. . .!) 
a public relations professional, the sport will 
remain well hidden. Maybe not as well hid- 
den as the benchrest range at Luther, Okla- 
homa, but hidden just the same. 

As a start for publicity, both the IBS and 
NBRSA should require that every region 
have a publicity officer, and before a club 
can be designated as a member of a region, 
it, too, must have a publicity officer. Then 
before any registered match schedule is ap- . 
proved the sponsoring club must submit a 
plan of publicity and agree to submit copies 
of that publicity to the national headquarters 
and match schedule chairman to verify that 
publicity was truly handled. 

Much of the loss of benchrest shooters, 
as well as the lack of new shooters coming 
in, can be attributed to the lack of individual 
recognition. Why not copy the shooter class 
system from skeet that caused my friend to 
switch from benchrest over to skeet and 
stay there? | am not a shotgunner, but my 
friend has sure tried to convert me! He 
keeps pointing out that | can quit knocking 
heads with the super shots of benchrest for 
nothing in return and move over with him 
where | will compete only with shooters of 
my own class. After every registered shoot 
the results are computerized and new rank- 
ings and classifications are produced imme- 
diately. 

What would be wrong with bench shoot- 
ers establishing their class through match 
averages? If their average changed during 
the year they would continue to compete in 
the class they started in until the end of the 
year. Then starting with the new year they 
would start competing in their new class. A 
person would have to shoot in 3-5 matches 
to establish his initial average and class, and 
once established his class would be re- 
quired on each match entry card. At each 
shoot every class would have to have a min- 
imum number of shooters before the class 
awards would be made. If, for example, 
Class ‘B’ only had two or three shooters at 
the match, no ‘B’ awards would be made. 
The shooters would shoot against the field 
for the overall title. My thoughts on the class 
divisions would be for the Class ‘A’ to re- 
quire an average of something like .35 MOA 
or less. Class ‘B’ would be between .35 and 
.45, Class ‘C’ would be all over .45 MOA. 
The averages could be based on the 100 
yard groups to simplify things. 
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Of course, a Class ‘C’ shooter could per- 
haps get carried away and get a brand new 
rifle, go blind, and start shooting a bunch of 
one’s in a shoot and win it all. But those little 
groups would really play havoc with his av- 
erage. He might continue this all year as a 
‘C’, but at year-end his average would be 
low enough to move to Class ‘A’ for the next 
year. This could work in reverse, too. An ‘A’ 
could suddenly start thinking and shoot a lot 
of five’s. All year he would be classed ‘A’ 
and compete only against other ‘A’s. But at 
year-end he would drop to Class ‘C’ and 
enter the new year competing against other 
‘C's. 

| surely don’t know the details of all this, 
but | do know there would be new life for all 
of us who shoot lots of four’s, five’s and 
more. We would stay around if we had a 
chance at being the class winner, even 
though we might not ever win an overall 
match. Sure, Dave, | can hear the powers 
that be complaining now about the record 
keeping, but they haven’t a leg to stand on 
in this day of computers. It would come 
down to simple laziness! 

Another thing | saw as a beginner was a 
total absence of seminars or other teaching 
programs. | remember asking around about 
cleaning a barrel. Everyone had a slightly 
different method and very few could actually 
tell me why they did a certain thing. Many 
things seemed to be done “just because”. 
Other little things were done because some- 
one had done the same and won a match! 
No other reason. 

While seeking other advice | was directed 
to an older fellow named Red Cornelison. 
He was the only shooter on the line with a 
.222 rifle with a wood stock and an un- 
known action and using Hoppe’s No. 9 bore 
cleaner. He advised me against chasing 
after all the latest hot items and gadgets in 
benchrest which would end up costing me a 
ton of money while almost never proving to 
be beneficial. How right he was! I later found 
out he was a pretty good shooter. 

It was over a year later before anyone of- 
fered their time to help me and my wife be- 
come better bench shooters. At a Kansas 
shoot Larry Engelbrecht offered to stay 
after the shoot to give us some help on gun 
handling. He worked with us into the night, 
even turning on the range lights. We shot up 
most of our limited bullet supply by mid- 
night, but really learned a lot about the fine 
points of shooting. The next day he even 
gave us enough bullets to finish the match- 
es! 

Incidentally, | finally did learn how to clean 
a barrel. | was shooting a really good string 
of five’s and sixes when Jim Hemmert at the 
next bench noticed a funny (not-so-funny!) 
reflection coming off the muzzle of my rifle. 
Between relays he asked to look at it and 
when his eyes nearly jumped out of his 
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head, | guessed something was wrong. The 
reflection was coming off the copper plating 
at the muzzle! Jim quickly gave me some tu- 
toring on bore cleaning and started trying to 
clean up the mess. It seems that | had been 
copying other shooter's methods without 
knowing what details to be on the lookout 
for. | finished last in the shoot and spent the 
whole next week soaking and scrubbing on 
that barrel! 

By then | was beginning to see just what | 
was missing by not having the opportunity 
to attend any kind of benchrest training or 
information seminars. Why are they not of- 
fered? Could it be like Skip said in the edito- 
rial that the benchresters just don’t care? 
Oh, yes, | do have a suggestion for a solu- 
tion: Make the presentation of a benchrest 
seminar by the sponsoring club a mandato- 
ry requirement preceeding at least the four 
or five major shoots, and perhaps at some 
time during the Nationals. But again, this 
would require publicity and work! 

Dave, | too have noticed, just as Skip 
points out, that serious shooters soon be- 
come very single minded with their shooting 
hobby. They get too busy to do anything but 
tinker with their guns, read technical publi- 
cations and go off to arranged shoots. They 
lose interest in the outside world, including 
communication of what they have learned 
about shooting. They become somewhat 
reclusive and don’t want to get involved in 
things like teaching benchrest techniques or 
working up publicity for their local matches. 
They each seem to have their own closed 
circle of gun cronies, and they sure don’t de- 
vote much time to helping expand the sport 
of benchrest shooting. Like Skip says, talk- 
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— Mo’s Competitor Supplies & Range Inc. 
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ing to each other. 

| have rambled enough on this subject. | 
realize that unless we change things from 
time to time, they sure do get stale. Your 
move with the magazine to include varmint 
shooters, big bore, rimfire, lead bullets, etc., 
was the right thing to do and | am sure you 
will see a great number of new subscribers 
coming on. In benchrest if the attitudes 
don’t change the entire program will deterio- 
rate with the slow die-offs of the old timers. 
Their failure to replace themselves with new 
blood, new ideas, new approaches, and last 
but not least, new shooters, will ruin the 
game. 

Dave, many of us in the NBRSA still look 
to Precision Shooting for information con- 
cerning benchrest shooting, even though 
the NBRSA is making an effort at publishing 
their own magazine. At this time, however, 
the NBRSA publication is only a repetitious 
listing of that circle of shooters on tour, 
shooting and placing in all the matches. 
Therefore, we who are trying to stay in- 
volved while busily shooting four’s and 
five’s and hopefully learning, must look else- 
where for most information. Thus, we look 
to you for the good articles that cover our 
total sport of extreme rifle accuracy. Keep 
up the excellent work! 

If this can be of any use to you, have 
at it. Also, if you think Walt Berger of the 
NBRSA, or James Borden of the IBS might 
be interested, send them a copy ... And 
keep me advised so | can dodge them if 
need be .. .!

Dear Dave, 

| want to thank you for sending the copy 
of John Sweany’s article on the barrel lap- 
ping fixture. | wonder if it might be helpful to 
reprint it for the benefit of the newer gun- 
smiths and barrel makers. They might not 
be aware of it. 

During W.W. II the Stevens plant in Chico- 
pee Falls, Mass. made over one million 
SMLE No.4 Mk.1 and Mk.1* rifles. In an ef- 
fort to expedite production England sent 
over much tooling including machines to lap 
the barrels. These held five (if | remember 
correctly) barrels vertically and the lapping 
rods were driven by a crankshaft at the top 
of the machine. With the rods at the top of 
the stroke molten lead was poured in the 
bore and solidified around the rod to form 
the lap. The rods were then cranked to the 
bottom of the barrel and plain valve grinding 
compound and oil brushed on the laps, the 
machines started and run for around five 
minutes. 

These machines were still in service when 
| joined Savage in 1964. | soon noticed that 
the rods bowed on the down (push) stroke. 
This tended to cause a bellmouth condition 
if that end of the barrel became the muzzle. 
The barrels were lapped right after rifling 
and before turning and chambering so it 
was easy to get the ends mixed. 

When | designed the Savage Model 112 
varmint rifle and considered how important 
accuracy was to its purchasers | told the 
production department to remove the lap- 
ping operation from the Operation Sheets. 
This caused great cries that we would turn 
out an inferior product but experience in the 
field has proven me correct and, in fact, lap- 
ping was discontinued on all Model 110 and 
Model 99 barrels. The machines were sold 
for scrap. 

The reaming of Savage barrels will never 
win an award for smoothness but still they 
usually shoot better than other gun-factory 
production barrels. This is not meant to

imply that they are accurate because they 
are rough but, rather, smoothness alone 
does not assure good results. When my 
friend and | build Sweany’s fixture in 1960 or 
1961 we found it possible to make a bore 
too smooth with the result it fouled more 
and quicker with jacket material than one a 
bit rougher. | then learned the English had 
made the same observation a half-century 
earlier.

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SLAMFIRES 


Dear Dave, 

The topic of slamfires seems to keep 
creeping into PS at very regular intervals. | 
decided that it was about time for me to toss 
in my observations and comments on this 
subject. 

In the past eighteen months | have ob- 
served a large number of slamfires on our 
high power rifle range. All have been with 
M1 rifles and the 30-06 cartridge. M1 rifles 
chambered for the 308 Winchester car- 
tridge have not had any slamfires in this 
same time period. In this period | have ob- 
served about 20 slamfires. This involved 
both handloads and factory loads. 

Three of the slamfire incidents with 
handloads could be attributed to high prim- 
ers. Examination of remaining loaded am- 
munition that the shooter produced re- 
vealed several rounds with high primers. 
The shooters involved were relatively new 
to competition shooting and reloading. Ad- 
vice from the older shooters seems to have 
cleared up their problems. 

All of the slamfires that | have observed 
have been with single loaded rounds. The 
round has been fully chambered in the rifle, 
the follower depressed and the bolt allowed 
to slam forward. It seems that if the round is 
not fully chambered or is in the eight round 
clip when the bolt picks it up will not slam fire 
(not while | am watching}). 

Factory ammunition that slamfired was 
Federal, Winchester and LC 67 ball M2 (lot 
42347). The LC 67 slamfires caused some 
concern to me as | was coaching the young- 
ster who was firing his 200 yard slow fire 
standing when two slamfires occurred. The 
slamfires occurred on the fourth and fifth 
shots. The young man decided he had 
enough excitement for the day and refused 
to shoot anymore. The M1 rifle was exam- 
ined carefully for any obvious problems. It 
was then completely stripped down and 
given very close examination. No problems 
were detected. There have been no further 
slamfires with this rifle. 

Handloads involved have not furnished 
any data of meaningful significance. All 
cases were full length sized. Primers used 
were Federal, CCI, Winchester and Rem- 
ington. Cases were all GI with reamed or 
swaged primer pockets. Inspection of re- 
maining rounds revealed handloads of very 
high quality. 

lam not sure at all where the fault lies . . . 
just make sure the rifle is pointed down 
range when you let that bolt slam home!

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TWIST 


Dear David: 

| am having some problems with twist. 
Perhaps you or your panel of experts can 
help. 

| shoot long range; up to 1200 yards. Al- 
most all my shooting is with a .308 Win. Ac- 
tually, most of it is with 7.62 NATO, using the 
146 ball cartridge. My barrels are in 1:12, 
1:13, 1:13.5, and 1:14. | have not seen 
much difference in them, either, so | gather 
that 1:14 is enough, and a little over-spin 
does not seem to matter much. 

In the little shooting | have done with the 
168 Match bullets, they seem to work well, 
at least up to 600 yards. | have been told 
that at longer range, they will tumble, using 
these twists. This is where | am stuck. Why 
do they tumble? 

| can see that the bullet will pick up its 
RPM from the barrel. (lets say about 18,000 
RPS from a 1:12 at 3.000 fps). If the bullet 
slows down, down range, and starts to tum- 
ble, is it because it lost RPS (RPM), or is it 
because a slower velocity requires higher 
RPS to keep it stable?” 

If | switch to a longer barrel, and pick up 
an extra 200 fps, that will give me more 
RPM. Is this more stability, or does a higher 
speed require more RPM? (Forget that with 
aconstant twist, higher speed equals higher 
RPM) 

If |can figure out the relationship, if any, of 
velocity to RPM required to stabilize the bul- 
let, | can then know if | can gain stability by 
boosting velocity. Or, phrased another way, 
if a 168 is stable in a 1:12 .308, would it be 
more or less stable in a 300 Magnum? 

If higher velocity require higher RPM, then 
stability should take care of itself in a given 
barrel, since the higher speed will impart a 
higher RPM. If a lower speed requires a 
higher RPM, then | could use slower twist 
barrels in Magnums. 

The text books don’t seem to say much 
except that the longer bullets requlre faster 


twist bullets. Since these heavier bullets are 
launched slower, maybe the RPM required 
is about constant. Wouldn’t that be a handy 
thing to know. 

Theory aside, what is the conventional 
wisdom for the twist required to stabilize 
150, 168 and 180 grain Match bullets, out to 
1100 yards, in a .308 Win. and a 300 Win 
Mag? | use 28 inch barrels in both cali- 
bers. 

Thank you for any help you can give.

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METAL HARDNESS TESTING 


Over the years you have had the oppor- 
tunity to read many technical articles rela- 
tive to barrels, actions, and various other 
accuracy related components. The Brinell 
and Rockwell metal hardness gauging sys- 
tems are frequently referenced in these re- 
ports. These terms often have no meaning 
to those of us that do not happen to be Mas- 
ter Machinists or Metallurgical Engineers. 
The following is an attempt at rectifying that 
situation. By the end of the article you will at 
least have a fundamental understanding of 
the Brinell, Vickers, and Rockwell gauging 
systems. 

One way of measuring the hardness of 
metal is to determine the depth to which a 
hard ball or cone will indent a metal under a 
given load. One such test, the Brinell Hard- 
ness Test, is made by pressing a hardened 
steel ball, usually 10 millimeters in diameter, 
into the test material by the weight of a 
known load. The load is usually 500 kilo- 
grams for materials such as iron and steel. 
The diameter of the resulting impression is 
measured by means of a small microscope. 
The Brinell Hardness number is reported as 
the load divided by the area of the impres- 
sion. Tables are available from which the 
hardness may be read once the diameter of 
the impression is obtained. Figure 1 shows 
a Brinell Hardness tester. The specimen is 
placed on the anvil, which is then raised by 
means of a screw until the specimen is in 
contact with the steel ball. The load is ap- 
plied by means of an air cylinder for 30 sec- 
onds, released, and the diameter of the re- 
sulting impression measured. The Brinell 
Hardness of annealed copper is about 40, of 
annealed tool steel about 200, and of hard- 
ened steel about 650. When testing metals 
over 500 Brinell Hardness, the metal ball 
may permanently deform, thus resulting in 
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false hardness readings. Tungsten carbide 
balls are frequently used when making Bri- 
nell Hardness tests on hardened metals to 
avoid deformation of the indenter.

The Vickers Hardness testing method is 
similar to the Brinell method. The penetrator 
used in the Vickers machine is a diamond 
pyramid, and the impression made by this 
penetrator is a dark square on a light back- 
ground Fig. 2. This impression is more easi- 
ly read than the circular impression of the 
Brinell method. There is also the advantage 
that the diamond point does not deform. In 
making the Vickers test a predetermined 
load is applied to the specimen. After re- 


moval of the load the ratio of the impressed 
load to the area of the resulting impression 
gives the hardness number. The length of 
the diagonal of the impression is measured 
with a microscope. The operation of apply- 
ing and removing the load is controlled auto- 
matically. The Vickers tester is very accu- 
rate and adaptable for testing under varying 
loads. It is extremely well suited to testing 
very hard materials. The Vickers diamond 
pyramid hardness number (DPH) is given by 
the equation: DPH = 1.8544 L/ d?. Lis the 
load in kilograms, d is the length of the diag- 
onal of the impression in millimeters. 

Hardness as determined by the Vickers 
method is about the same as the Brinell 
Hardness numbers up to a value of 500. The 
Vickers test is primarily used for research 
work. The Vickers testing machine can be 
seen in Fig. 3. 

The Rockwell Hardness tester, Fig. 4, 
measures the resistance to penetration as 
does the Brinell test, but the depth of im- 
pression is measured instead of the diame- 
ter. Rockwell Hardness is indicated directly 
on the scale attached to the machine. In 
order to minimize problems related to sur- 
face roughness of the specimen, a minor 
load of 10 kilograms is applied after which a 
the major load is applied. The major load is 
removed, and with the minor load still act-

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ing, the hardness number is read on the dial 
gauge. Each division on the dial gauge rep- 
resents a distance of .000080” of penetra- 
tion. Because of the reversal of the order of

the numbers on the dial gauge, high num- 
bers are associated with a shallow impres- 
sion in hard materials, and low numbers 
with a deep impression in soft materials. 
When testing soft materials, a 1/16” diame- 
ter steel ball with 100 kilogram load is used 
and the hardness number is read on the “B” 
scale. When testing hard materials a dia-

mond cone or “Brale” is used with a 150 
kilogram load and the hardness is read on 
the “C” scale. Tungsten carbide and similar 
very hard materials are tested using a re- 
duced load of 60 kilograms to prevent 
cracking of the diamond. Pressure on the di- 
amond point may reach three or four million 
pounds per square inch when testing very 
hard materials. 

Rockwell Hardness testers are widely 
used for production testing and process 
control because of their speed and the ease 
with which they may be used.

American Conference, Transcontinental Hunter Rifle League 


March 2, 1989 


All of last year’s contestants return- 
ed their affiliation forms by the March 
1 deadline. Thank you. There were no 
new applicants for positions in the 
American Conference. Therefore, 
the 18 teams will be allocated into 
equitable “divisions”, and a schedule 
worked out. 

As noted in the letter dated Feb. 1, 
1989, we will be shooting a divisional 
format this season: Two divisions con- 
sisting of five teams each, and two 
divisions of four teams each. Geo- 
graphy may or may not influence divi- 
sional makeup. By and large, each 
team will shoot two intra divisional 
and two inter divisional contests. There 
may be exceptions for the sake of fair- 
ness. As this is written, Mike Prokosch 
is working out the divisional makeup 
and the schedule. 

Again, there will be five (5) shoot- 
off slots: The four divisional champ- 
ions and the “wild card”. The club with 
the highest season total score, which 
does not win a division title will be the 
“wild card”. Divisional titles will be 
won on the basis of won/lost record 
compared to intra (teams in the same 
division) divisional rivals. Ties will first 
be broken by the outcome of “head to 
head” matches — the winner getting 
the prize. If two teams are tied for a 
divisional title but did not compete 
against one another directly, then the 
highest total score for the season will 
determine the champion. 

An interesting question from Gerold 
R. Coon, coordinator for the Buffalo 
Outdoor Rifle Club, Inc.: “Why only 
100 yds. — why not the 200 yds.? — 
would even things out a little.” With 
those two questions and statement, the 
door to controversy is flung open. 
What do you, the shooters, think? 
Several negative aspects come quickly 
to mind; do all clubs have 200 yds. 
available? Would the clubs (shooters) 
invest the extra time? Would not the 
gulf be widened? There is also the posi- 
tive side; I'll leave that untouched — 
you the shooters send me your opin- 
ions and ideas and we'll pursue the 
question from your responses. 

The Buffalo Club has opened the 
door to another facet of competition 
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— improvement. The Buffs seem 
poised for a leap to the next plateau. 
They made excellent progress last sea- 
son — we look for Buffalo to combine 
experience and ability toward further 
improvement in 89. The 4870-80 range 
for 89. 

The “posse” Golden Colorado — 
should also realize enhanced perform- 
ance via experience. Flenthrope’s dep- 
uties proved very capable under certain 
conditions — it strikes one that they 
need only develop consistency in un- 
certain conditions in order to become a 
fist-full — wind flags guys. Prediction 
No. 2: Golden to break the 4850 bar- 
rier. 

How about a verse of “Old Kentucky 
Home?” Bill Bowles, stand up please. 
At the 1988 Hunter Nationals, Mr.

However, they indicate an average 
turnout of 15 shooters! A couple more 
custom-barrel jobs, experience and 
wind flags guys — should tilt Van 
Dyne toward higher ground.

March 15, 1989 — Deliberation over 
the matter of including 200 yd. shoot- 
ing in the TCL has aroused my curi- 
osity beyond breaking. Therefore, the 
American Conference will thus test the 
waters: We will sanction (do the paper- 
work, etc.) One (1) grand aggregate 
(100 yd. and 200 yd.)

It matters not when 
you shoot the 200 yd. stage — just get 
your 200 yd. score to headquarters be- 
fore Aug.1, 1989. The 100 yd.stage will 
consist of your clubs July TCL (100 
yd.) score; also due by Aug. 1, 1989. 
Please, as in the past, do not discuss 
your scores with anyone until the re- 
sults are published. 

TCL rules will apply; you must use 
official 100 and 200 yd. hunter rifle. 
targets — no re-shooting. Declare your 
intentions and take what you shoot — 
the first time! Hunter rifles only — as 
defined by either NBRSA or IBS rules. 
No (as in none) belt buckles or quali- 
fied shooter patches will be awarded 
for the 200 yd. stage of the grand ag- 
gregate event. Only a framed plaque 
bearing the names of all qualifying 
shooters and the club title will be 
awarded to the winning club at the con- 
clusion of the Ameri-Con season. 

The plaque, which will be known as 
the “Crowning Glory of Achievement 
Award”, will not be funded with TCL 
monies. The “trophy” will be funded 
by yours truly. 

Match reporting dates will remain 
unchanged: June 1, July 1, Aug. 1, and 
Sept. 1, 1989. Please get your reports 
to H.Q. by the above dates, enabling 
us to provide a timely newsletter.

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STOCKS AND BEDDING II 


In the March issue of PS Don Sills wrote 
of Stocks and Bedding. Irrationally, the Edi- 
tor asked for comment, thereby opening 
pandora’s box, and | jump out. 

My experience, and that of Johnny 
Goode, a young gunner | have trained in 
stock bedding, provides a contrary view to 
Mr. Sills experience and, hopefully, will be of 
interest. 

The combined experience of the two of 
us, gained from bedding and testing of well 
over 100 rifles seems to indicate to us that 
light and medium weight barrels shoot bet- 
ter groups when free floated than when hav- 
ing foreend contact. A majority of the rifles 
bedded were hunting types; only a few fell 
into the varmint and silueta classes. 

From the box, Remington and Ruger ri- 
fles come with FE pressure. Until it became 
a waste of ammunition for us we would 
shoot the rifle with FE pressure, then bed 
and float the barrel and retest. With very few 
exceptions, a bedded, free floated rifle 
would shoot better groups, sometimes ex- 
tremely better. A few rifles were found indif- 
ferent to bedding and shot as well one way 
as the other. Two or three shot better with 
FE bedding. 

As a teenager | found that my .22 single 
shot would shoot many inches high if | rest- 
ed the muzzle on something hard, and, per- 
haps, pulled down a little. It shot on the 
mark, as zeroed, if | held the rifle by the fore- 
arm and rested my hand on a solid support. 
Later | learned that the Forest Products 
Lab., Madison, WI, had been commissioned 
by, | believe, Springfield Armory to see if 
wood could be stabilized. In summary, tests 
proved that wood could not be stabilized. 
(Forgive the lack of details. | must trust my 
memory, for | have just moved and cannot 
locate my references). 

| have long been suspicious that wood 
would not stay in dimension or shape. Living 
in the Washington, DC area since 1954, | 
have traipsed over the country west of here 
in search of game and silueta matches. | 
have hunted, and shot in such places as 
Tucson, Phoenix, Raton NM, Reno NV, Lar- 
amie and Centennial WY and Oklahoma 
City. When one takes a wood stocked rifle 
from 54 ft. above sea level with high humidi- 
ty, to areas of 7-10,000 ft. altitude and 
5-10% humidity ... things happen — in 
spades. 

In more recent years | have travelled by air 
to matches and that is another, very effi- 
cient way, to get the water out of the wood. 
Given 5-6 hours in the air at 30,000 to 
35,000 feet altitude, and with 5% humidity, 
the moisture accumulated in the wood in 
Washington is soon sucked out. | would find 
stock bolts no longer set at 25 in/Ib. Zeroes

would be off, but altitude could be at fault in 
that. 

Some of the most radical cases of barrels 
influenced by warped or swollen stocks, or 
ones with excess FE pressure, come to 
mind and may be of interest. A Winchester 
M70 .30-06 was floated and bedded. It was 
noted that there was a heavy amount of 
pressure on the FE and the owner was 
warned to expect the rifle to shoot low with 
the original sight settings. The owner forgot 
my warning and put six shots off a 14x14” 
target, low, when he began testing. Initial 
impact was 12 inches low at 100 yds. 

| set up a Ruger 77/22 for Hunting Rifle 
silueta shooting, It, too, had heavy FE pres- 
sure and | rebedded it to free float the barrel 
and rezeroed it. This time the group was 15 
inches low. That small diameter barrel was 


certainly being bent. 

To summarize: we know that wood will 
not stabilize. It will absorb, and discharge, 
moisture and, by so doing, change dimen- 
sions in all directions. If we have little chance 
of maintaining a given pressure on the bar- 
rel, how can we expect the rifle to maintain a 
zero, or group as tightly as it is capable? 

Our experience so far has indicated that 
we get better grouping and more stability in 
zeros from a free-floated barrel. Now we 
have two sides of the problem. Gentlemen, 
choose your words, man your typewriters, 
and deluge our Editor (bless him) with your 
experiences and opinions.

A Short History of Chanlynn Barrels 
in Benchrest Competition 


March, 1987 The Cactus Classic, Phoenix, Arizona. There are four Chanlynn barrels at the Cactus Classic, and 
they turn in a surprisingly good showing. So unknown is the brand of barrel (at least, in the benchrest world) that 
the editor mis-spells the maker’s name, and generally is confused (even more than usual). 


May, 1987 Several letters arrive at PS, from big bore shooters, or others familiar with the Chanlynn barrel making 
skills. The letters tell the editor that he is an inarticulate idiot, of limited provincial knowledge. The editor agrees 
that this is so. 


August, 1987 The IBS Nationals. The editor, to soothe wounded feelings, and to smooth ruffled feathers, has 
purchased a Chanlynn barrel. Anything to keep the peace. In the sporter class (please bear in mind that 10% 
pound rifles and the editor have the same ongoing relationship as General Custer and the Indians), the editor 
stuns friend and foe alike by finishing seventh at 100 yards with a 6PPC Chanlynn barrel. On the following day 
however, at 200 yards, he is so un-nerved by a gunsmith (his gunsmith, to be exact) from Yonkers, New York, 
running around saying “It’s insane, but I think he’s going to win it” that he goes to blazes at 200 yards. The kid 
never could handle pressure. 


Summer, 1988 Weikert, Pa. Dr. Lou Palmisano arrives (late) at a 200/300 yard match with a heavy varmint rifle. 
Just in time for the light varmint class. He elects to enter, although not eligible for prizes. And, at 300 yards, slamsa 
.303 group down range. ..a potential record . . . except for the technical difficulties, of course. Unkind critics say 
that Dr. Palmisano is about as well organized as the editor, overall. Dr. Palmisano takes offense at this remark. So 
does the editor. 


Spring,1989 HallofFameshooter Ferris Pindell elects to shoot Chanlynn barrels through the 1989 match season. 
Conclusion: After putting up with Brennan and Palmisano ... good gravy ... it’s great to see you, Ferris!
